Women of Left Push Rights

VANCOUVER - The 1972 
New Democratic Party pro¬ 
vincial convention had been 
pure euphoria laced with fre¬ 
quent bouts of boredom 
until the wife of B.C.’s new 
health minister got up to 
speak Saturday afternoon. 

Full equality for women in 
B.C. and within the NDP 
“just is not happening.” Mrs. 
Dennis Cocke snapped. 

The self-satisifed atmo¬ 
sphere that had surrounded 
the convention since its open¬ 
ing Friday l trembled, then 
cracked. 


“I'm still expected to pour 
tea at party meetings." Mrs. 
Cocke protested, but "I'll 
stack my credentials as a 
campaign manager against 
any damn man in the house." 

Yvonne Cocke managed her 
husband's successful cam¬ 
paign for re-election in New’ 
Westminster riding Aug. 30. 

In the case of her husband's 
department, Mrs. cocke said, 
there were four male deputies 
who "sit in judgment" over 
questions such as whether a 
woman should have a radical 
mastectomy or "the simple 
removal of a breast tumor." 

"I don't want that, thank 
you. Nor do I want to he the

victim of an abortion commit¬ 
tee made up of men who tell 
me at my age that I have to 


have a child because l*m 
healthy and can afford it." 

Mrs. Cocke prefaced her re¬ 
marks by stating she is con-, 
fident the NDP government 
intends to treat women fairly. 

She is a member of the 
party's provincial executive. 

Her remarks came during 
debate among delegates on a 
resolution calling (or the 
establishment of a provincial 
ministry of women’s rights. 

The debate began quietly 
enough with several women 
delegates speaking in favor of 
the motion. 

Then an unidentified man 
said he opposed the move on 
thp grounds that if women 


were granted their own 
ministry, other minorities 
such as Indians would de¬ 
mand similar treatment. 

Mrs. Cocke was among the 
women speakers who lined up 
at the microphone to protest 
this point of view. 

The resolution was later ap¬ 
proved by an overwhelming 
majority of delegates who 
went on to support further 
proposals for child care facili¬ 
ties, abortion counselling and 
changes in the present abor¬ 
tion laws. 

The convention, which 
winds up today at the Bay- 
shore Inn, from the beginning

FRANKFURT (UPI) A 
22-hour standoff ended Satur¬ 
day when German police shot 
and killed a mental patient 
who had held a lone ste¬ 
wardess hostage in a parked 
Air Canada jet and threatened 
to dynamite the aircraft 
unless authorities freed a 
number of prisoners from 
German jails. 

Police said 58-year-old Vic¬ 
tor Widera was shot in the 
chest by a sharpshooter from 
a distance of about 70 yards. 
A spokesman said he was 
dead when police stormed the 
Air Canada DC-8 seconds 
later in an attempt to rescue 
his hostage, stewardess Mar- 
git Sommer, 31. 

The German-Canadian ste¬ 
wardess had been in the plane 
since Widera took it over. She 
was unharmed and in "good 
condition," police said. 

"He was a real muddle- 
head,” a police spokesman 
said. He said Widera was 
known to criminal police; that 
he was born Nov. 11, 1914, in 
the town of Duisburg in Sile¬ 
sia. now Poland, and that he 
had »4long record of various 
offences. 

The hijacker identified him¬ 
self only as "Mr. X" in a 
series of ransom notes tossed 
out of the plane during the 
overnight ordeal.

OSLO - Norway's minister 
of defence said Saturday night 
an unidentified submerged ob¬ 
ject — a USO - may still lie 
trapped in the 125-mile long 
Sognefjord in western Nor¬ 
way. 

Johann Kleppe said that the 
search will continue today al¬ 
though there have been no 
new sonar contacts with the 
USO since Friday.

Lundgard said four frigates, 
one torpedo boat and other 
small navy vessels guarded 
the three-mile-wide outlet of 
the scenic fjord all Saturday 
without making any sonar 
contact. 

A British amateur radio 
monitor, meanwhile, claimed 
he had picked up a broadcast 
in English from Albania say¬ 
ing two Russian nuclear sub¬ 
marines were hiding in the 
fjord.

— A new world’s record in 
free-fall parachute jumping 
was claimed Saturday by 162 
men and a six-foot-tall stuffed 
frog. 

The men were members of 
the God-Frogs Parachute 
Club of Stegcr. Ill. The stuffed 
animal was W. C. Godfrog. 
the club's mascot. 

The men jumped from 3,500 
feet up. Godfrog was pushed 
out early and floated off into 
the marshlands in the west 
Florida community. 

The green frog with a yel¬ 
low belly and spots was last 
seen headed for a clump of 
trees, a club spokeswoman 
said. 

“He was a very light per¬ 
son," she said. "The wind 
was blowing strong and he 
just floated away. 

"We all feel very bad but I 
guess he'll be reunited with 
his brothers now as a tree 
frog,” she said. 

The old record for the 
number of persons united in a 
free-fall jump was set In 
France three months ago 
when 92 men leaped —- with¬ 
out a frog. 


WELLINGTON (AP) - 
New Bflaland’s Labor party 
won a landslide general elec¬ 
tion victory Saturday and 
Prime Minister-elect Norman 
Eric Kirk called it "a victory 
for the little people." 

With one scat still in doubt, 
the voters gave Kirk’s party 
55 seals in the new- 87-scat sin¬ 
gle-chamber Parliament and 
31 seats to the National party.

Defeated Prime Minister 
John Ross Marshall, 60, a 
lawyer, said in conceding the 
election that he had to agree 
with Labor’s slogan that "it 
has clearly been a time for a 
change." 

"Ii can fairly be described 
as a landslide." said Mar¬ 
shall. 

Provisional figures are thal. 
1.4 million voters 91.6 per 
cent of those eligible pro¬ 
duced a 4.6-per-cent swing to

ated by Highways Minister 


Robert Strarhan for party 
president, both lost. 

The new president is in¬ 
dependent Frank Murphy, a 
Nanaimo teacher who told 
delegates the party can't af¬ 
ford "to sit on our fat aspira¬ 
tions and say that Utopia is 
here" just because it has won 
power. 

Murphy Robinson of Atlin, a 
member of the rival regional 
slate, won election as first 
vice-president and another 
member of the same group, 
Richard Olcfsen, a faculty 
member of Cariboo College in 
Kamloops, was elected fourth 
vice-president. 

Mrs. Cocke won the election 
as third vice-president, and 
Roger Howard of Vancouver, 
endorsed by both the regional 
and Unity groups, was re¬ 


turned as treasurer by accla¬ 
mation. 

Provincial party secretary 
Hans Brown warned delegates 
that an "avalanche of two and 
three dollar membership* " 
was threatening the financial 
stability of the party. He said 
it cost an average of $5.50 to 
process each membership ap¬ 
plication and argued that 
unless the present trend was 
stopped, the NDP, now break¬ 
ing even on its operations, 
would he in serious financial 
trouble. « 

The convention, however, 
refused to support an execu¬ 
tive recommendation that the 
present system of having no 
fixed minimum membership 
fee adopted in 1970 be

TJROM THE LOOK OK THINGS the Garibaldi 

promoters of winter Olympics are well ad¬ 
vised to strap on their snowshoes and mush back 
to their mountain — for the time being anyway. 
There’s an anti-games feeling across the land which 
has come, partly, from the Munich murders, but 
mostly from the matter of money. 

Premier Barrett has turned thumbs down on 
the spending of large sums just to have the Colora¬ 
do-rejected 1976 winter Olympics held in British 
Columbia. And large sums it would need. 

Whether the NDP premier might skate for the 
$10 million committed by the former government, 
when the Garibaldi committee originally applied 
for the games, he is not saying. A matching 
amount was pledged by the federal government 
which indicated that it might go higher in any 
renewed bid by the Garibaldi supporters — provid¬ 
ed the province came through. 

This might be taken as a squeeze play because 
the province would be required to spend a great 
deal more than the $10 million. Premier Barrett 
undoubtedly sees this. 

Would the “upwards revision” of the Ottawa 
contribution be available for the necessary con¬ 
struction of a new highway from Vancouver into 
the Garibaldi site? And if so, what part of the es¬ 
timated $48 million cost might it cover? 

It is most unlikely, even though the federal 
government might be seeking ways to get back into 
British Columbia “good books," that it would be 
overly generous. It has the 1976 summer Olympics 


at Montreal to cope with; or at least it appears to 
have accepted a large share of responsibility. Esti¬ 
mates for Garibaldi range between $54 million and 
$200 million. 

The costs of Mayor Jean Drapeau’s spectacu¬ 
lar tower over what Garibaldi’s would be if the In¬ 
ternational Olympic Committee was officially 
asked and agreed to the staging of the snow games 
there. Estimates of the Montreal costs go as high 
as $1 billion, what with the need for construction of 
housing accommodation and rapid transit, as well 
as some facilities for the games themselves. 

Prime Minister Trudeau has indicated in an 
around-about way that sizeable help is at hand for 

I he Montreal financing, one way or another, if not 
direct aid. 

He doesn’t hear, as Premier Barrett does, the 
growing protests over the use of public funds for 
play, at a time when there are serious matters cry¬ 
ing for attention. Or if he does, it appears he is still 
going to try, anyway, to “do his own thing.” 

Only it isn’t “his own thing.” It’s the people 
who pay. And as suitable as Montreal and Garibal¬ 
di may be for Olympic games, the financial climate 
of Canada isn’t right for them now. 

Premier Barrett said it all in his reference to 
the $48 million highway the Garibaldi games would 
need: "We can build an awful lot of chronic care 
hospitals with that kind of money.” 

And that is a mere pittance compared to what 

II is feared the Montreal extravaganza may cost 
the taxpayers. 


Dangerous Reaction 


W/’ HATEVER JUSTIFICATION the Israelis may 
W choose to present for the recent, punishing 
attack on Syria — and they undoubtedly have a va¬ 
riety — there is no denying the risks of so trucu¬ 
lent an attitude. 

One immediate effect of the retaliatory raids 
has been the hurried response of the Soviet Union: 
the air-lifting of weapons to reinforce an already 
substantial, Russian-supplied defence system. 

There is an obvious danger that Moscow may 
find Syria a statisfactory alternate site for the es¬ 
tablishment of a power-base since Egypt’s surpris¬ 
ing decision to send the Russian "advisers” home. 
And Syria, even without the control of the Golan 
Heights now occupied by the Israelis, might prove 
a more disagreeable enemy than Egypt because a 
convenient battleground like the Sinai does not sep¬ 
arate them. War on Israel’s northern front would 
be very much closer to the heartland than one 
fought, for example, on the Red Sea shores. 

Many had hoped that when President Anwar 
Sadat decided to dispense with the embarrassingly 
enthusiastic Russian sponsorship that Israel might 
have taken the opportunity of compromise which 
seemed to offer. 


The Arab terrorists made as certain as possi¬ 
ble by the Munich murders that any such develop¬ 
ment would be prevented. 

Now Israel, by pursuing its anti-terrorist fight 
into Syria and on a scale that might seem unneces¬ 
sarily high, has made any approach to or by Egypt 
that much more remote. 

In fact it can be assumed that President Rich¬ 
ard Nixon, with his overwhelming mandate, may 
presently call for restraint by the Jerusalem gov¬ 
ernment. Domestic political considerations would 
not now deter him from taking a very firm line 
with Prime Minister Golda Meir’s government if it 
could be calculated to discourage any resumption 
of the old Russo-Egyptian relationship. 

It might be considered presumptuous of Israeli 
politicians to expect the United States to continue 
to bear, stoically and silently, the financial and po¬ 
litical consequences of the long-standing stalemate 
in the Middle East, particularly when it still could 
lead to a confrontation of the superpowers. It 
would be extremely ill-advised for them to assume 
that the Washington government will be indiffer¬ 
ent to the risks involved in the punitive policy 
displayed in the action against Lebanon and Syria. 

A possible desperation reaction by President 
Sadat is one of them. 


Marriage Deadlock Broken, but 


Trouble for Israel’s Chief Rabbi 


Israel’s flamboyant new 
Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi, Sholo- 
m i Gorcn, has found his own 
daring solution to one of the 
country’s most celebrated and 
painful family dilemmas — 
the case of a brother and 
sister who for seven years 
wore refused permission by 
the religious authorities to 
marry the partners of their 
choice because they were 
classed as mamzerim, the 
bastard outcast* of Jewish 
law. 

With no public warning. 
Rabbi Goren, who won elec¬ 
tion on a pledge to solve the 
problem, assembled a court of 
nine rabbis who ruled that 
Hanoch and Miriam Langer 
were, after all, legitimate. 
Immediately two ceremonies 
were arranged and the two 
were married, Hanoch — an 
army major — by the chief 
military chaplain. 

★ ★ ★ 

This sudden ruling is ex¬ 
pected to bring « storm of 
protest round Rabbi Goren's 
head. Since his election as 
leader of the Ashkenazi Jews 
(those who originate from 
East and Central Europe) his 
relations with Israel’s new Se¬ 
phardi Chief Rabbi. Ovatlia 
Yosef (leader of the Jews who 
originate in the Iberian Penin- 
sulu), have become increas¬ 
ingly tense. 

There were also fears that 
the small Independent Liberal 
Party might press its Civil 
Marriage Bill (there is no 
civil marriage in Israel), 
which provoked a cabinet 
crisis in the last Parliamen¬ 
tary session, arjjd threatened 
the position ot Mrs. Golda 
Meir’s coalition government. 

The story goes back more 
than 40 years to a small town 
in Poland. The Langers’ 
mother, Chava, ran away 
from her Jewish home and 
married a Christian. She was 
14, he was 27. She was con¬ 
verted to his faith and they 
were married in church. 

Under pressure from her 
family, however, the husband 
was subsequently converted 
to Judaism and clrcumclzed. 
The couple. Avraham and 
Chava Borokovsky, came to

live In Palestine in 1933. Nine 
years later Chava left her 
husband, but did not obtain a 
divorce. After two more years 
she married a Jew called Otto 
Langer. One Rabbi Levitsky 
of Tel Aviv performed the 
ceremony on the assumption 
that Mr. Borokovsky was not 
Jewish and that therefore, 
under religious law, his mar¬ 
riage to Chava was not valid. 

In 1945 and 1947 Chava bore 
a son and a daughter, Hanoch 
and Miriam, to Otto Langer. 
About the same time Avra¬ 
ham Borokovsky decided to 
marry again. To avoid any 
uncertainty, h e divorced 
Chava in the Tel Aviv Rab¬ 
binical Court. 

Otto Langer died in 1952. 
and in 1955 Chava asked the 
rabbis for permission to 
marry for the third time. Dur¬ 
ing the investigation that fol¬ 
lowed her application, the 
rabbis concluded that Hanoch 
and Miriam were mamzerim, 
since Chava and Avraham 
Borokovsky were still mar¬ 
ried when she conceived Otto 
Langer’s children. 

The marriage department 
in the Tel Aviv rabbinate cir¬ 
culated an Instruction to all 
religious authorities to regard 
them as illegitimate. 

The ruling imposed more 
than a mere stigma. In Israel 
the rabbinate has complete 
control over marriage and di¬ 
vorce. According to Holy 
Writ, manzerim are disqua- 
lifed from marrying “within 
the congregation of Israel” 
and the disability is passed on 
from generation to genera¬ 
tion. 

★ ★ ★ 

Manzerim are defined as 
the children of an adulterous 
wife / or of an Incestuous 
union. Adulterous husbands 
escape because, in holy 
theory at least, they are en¬ 
titled to take more than one 
wife. 

In 1965 Hanoch and Miriam 
Langer, both courting, went to 
the Tel Aviv rabbinate and 
asked for marriage licences. 
They were refused, and the 
refusal was confirmed by the 


Rabbinical Court in nearby 
Petnh Tikva. The Supreme 
Rabbinical Court in Jerusa¬ 
lem endorsed the decision. 
The Langers, both then serv¬ 
ing in the army, appealed 
with their prospective spouses 
to the chief military chaplain, 
Rabbi Sholomo Goren, who 
took up their cause with the 
backing of the Minister of De¬ 
fence, General Moshe Dayan. 
★ ★ ★ 

After a meeting with the 
general, the then Sephardi 
Chief Rabbi, the Ministers of 
Justice and Religious Affairs 
and the Attorney-General, 
Rabbi Goren was asked to 
prepare an opinion. He con¬ 
cluded that Avraham Boro¬ 
kovsky was not a Jew and 
that therefore his marriage to 
the Langers’ mother was not 
valid in Jewish law. In that 
case, she had not committed 
adultery with Otto Langer and 
the children were not mam¬ 
zerim. 


It all seemed settled, but 
Mr. Borokovsky, a humble 
cobbler still living in Tel 
Aviv, was not prepared to go 
quietly into the wilderness. 
Israeli television caught a fur¬ 
tive shot of him and showed it 
on a newsreel. Now. he 
claims, children taunt him in 
the street and his life has 
been made a misery. He has 
sued the television authority 
for libel and has gone to a 
Rabbinical Court for a de¬ 
claration that he is Indeed a 
Jew. It is the same Petah 
Tikva court that originally 
ruled against the Langers. 

The nine members of the 
court which ruled in favor of 
the Langers will remain anon¬ 
ymous to protect them from 
religious extremists. But 
Rabbi Goren is likely to find 
that the sudden reversal of 
fortunes for the couple will 
bring as much controversy as 
the original delay.

Relic of Roman Holidays Doomed? 


Just as Christian* once 
were thrown to the lions, the 
Colosseum itself is being 
thrown to the liras. 

So say many Romans, 
worried that the ravages of 
time and the wear and tear of 
modern life may be too costly 
to repair. 

The Colosseum, marking its 
1,900th birthday this year, has 
now been closed so tourists 
won’t be endangered by the 
decline and fall of the famous 
architectural and historical 
edifice. 

Workmen are busily trying 
to repair it, but the city’s su¬ 
perintendent of antiquities 
says it will cost 299,796,000 
liras, or $515,556, to make the 
Colosseum safe again for visi¬ 
tors. 

That's almost half again as 
much as the $350,000 Rome 
can afford this year on resto¬ 
ration projects for the entire 
relic-rich city. And a com¬ 
plete city-wide facelifting, it’s

estimated, would cost 
$5,700,000. 

Severe damage has been 
caused in recent years by vi¬ 
brations from the 300,000 cars, 
trucks, and tourist buses that 
Rwirl around the Colosseum 
daily, by vandalism, by 
thieves hunting saleable souve¬ 
nirs, by bureaucratic neglect, 
and by rock-splitting weeds 
and bushes, especially the 
small shrub that gourmets ap¬ 
preciate for its capers. 

The Colosseum was built in 
a spare-no-expense effort by 
12,000 captives taken in the 
conquest of Jerusalem. 

It was a model for amphi- 
t he at res, throughout the 
Roman Empire: 160 feet high, 
620 long, and 513 wide. Fifty 
thousand spectators with a 
chronic fascination for killing 
thronged through 80 arched 
portals to watch battles to the 


sand- 


death on the arena's 
covered timber floor. 

The cost in lives of both 
humans and animals 
soared with inflationary speed 
as the Colosseum assumed its 
intended role as a combina¬ 
tion fun house and slaughter¬ 
house. 

In the year 80, it was inau¬ 
gurated by Emperor Titus 
with a 100-day Roman holiday 
featuring gladiators battling 
each other and wild animals. 
Records show at least 5.000 
beasts were slain, but there is 
no score of. the human casual¬ 
ties. 

Slaves, prisoners of war, 
and criminals were executed 
by the hundreds In daily spec¬ 
tacles through the centuries. 
For novelty, dwarfs, cripples, 
and women fought each other 
during the lunchtime lull. 

Emperor Trajan staged a 


standing-room-only 
lar with 10,000 
fighting to the finish in elimi¬ 
nation contests. 

Centuries of carnage in the 
Colosseum robbed North Afri¬ 
ca of elephants, Nubia of 
hippos, and Mesopotamia 'of 
lions. 

The human butchery in the 
Colosseum was halted in 404, 
though animal fighting con¬ 
tinued until 523. 

The Colosseum survived 
5th-century barbarian in¬ 
vaders only to be mutilated 
when the Roman rich in the 
Middle Ages quarried it for 
marble and stone to build 
their palaces. 

Today, with the Colosse¬ 
um ’ s future threatened, 
Roman doomsdayers are taken 
to quoting an ancient adage : 

•'While the Colosseum 
stands, Rome shall stand. 
When the Colosseum falls, 
Rome shall fall, and when 
Rome falls, the world."

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U.S. Gives Saigon 
More Than It Needs

The huge buildup of new U.S. aircraft and war 
supplies for South Vietnam has been virtually com¬ 
pleted. In only four weeks, thanks to new deliveries, 
the South Vietnamese air force has grown from a 
strength of 1,450 aircraft to a total of 2,100. About 
half of the aircraft are helicopters. 

Deliveries have included tanks, armored per¬ 
sonnel carriers, artillery pieces, and crated ammuni¬ 
tion. Also 82 C-130 four-engined transport planes. 
At the moment, South Vietnam does not have a 
single pilot capable of flying the big turboprop 
transports. 

“The Americans have actually given us more 
equipment than we need," said a South Vietnamese 
army officer. “What we need Is unity, organization, 
and a clean government. The Americans can’t give 
us that."

Arms Trade Is Controllable 


Grim Business Lucrative 

Death Merchants 
Still Find 
Ready Markets

virtually deserted beachside luxury hotel and shook 
his head sadly. He had rushed to Colombo to sell 
aims to the beleaguered government.

Local conflict wherever 
it occurs in the develop¬ 
ing countries and else¬ 
where is becoming in¬ 
creasingly difficult to iso¬ 
late—militarily, political¬ 
ly, emotionally or spirit¬ 
ually — from the whole 
fabric of world events. 

Fighting in the Mideast, 
Africa, Southeast Asia or 
Northern Ireland creates 
harsh resonances in Moscow, 
Bonn, Washington and Lon¬ 
don. 

Although the disputes which 
spark the conflicts may be un¬ 
governable. the arm* trade 
which fuels the lighting is 
controllable. A glance at the 
nature of the arms business 
shows why. 


But, he said, he had discov¬ 
ered there was no market for 
private enterprise. The gov¬ 
ernment was receiving arms 
shipments from India, Pakis¬ 
tan, the United States, the So¬ 
viet Unon. Britain and Yugos¬ 
lavia, among others.

The situation is similar in 
the Middle East these days. 
'Phere are so many govern¬ 
ments shipping arm* into the 
area that the private ar¬ 
mament salesman is hard put 
to find a piece of business. 

Nevertheless, there is 
enough to be found under the 
umbrella of government-to- 


govemment arms deals to 
make the market worthwhile. 

Among the Amerian firms 
with offices in Beirut, for ex¬ 
ample. are such arms mer¬ 
chants as McDonnell Douglas. 
LTV. Aerospace. Lockheed. 
Northrop and Raytheon, 
whose representatives keep 
an eye out for jmtential mili¬ 
tary sales as well as commer¬ 
cial business. 

The principal channel for 
the guerrilla supply of Chin¬ 
ese-built and Soviet-built 
weapons is not through pri¬ 
vate dealers, but through the 
Arab governments them¬ 
selves. Syria's Saiqa com¬ 
mandos. for example, func¬ 
tion under direction of the 
Syrian army and receive Rus¬ 
sian-made weapons from it. 


First, the bulk of the traffic 
in arms to the developing 
countries is conducted be¬ 
tween governments rather 
than by private traders. Al¬ 
though the private arms trade 
has the allure of melodrama, 
it is far outweighed by the 
massive military aid pro¬ 
grams between major powers 
and their clients in the third 
world. 

Moreover, the real circum¬ 
stances behind much of the 
private traffic indicate that 
private traders often serve as 
proxies for government spon¬ 
sors. 

Second, for most of the 
weapons that really matter, 
there are only a few sources 
of supply. 


Two quite different classes 
of weapons — jet fighter air¬ 
craft and automatic rifles 
illustrate these. Both are in 
great demand.

Lybia Aids Rebels 


Libya's Col. Muammar Ka- 
dafi declared in June that 
he was supporting not only the 
Arab commandos but the 
IRA. Black Panthers and 
Philippine Moslems with 
arms, men and money. 

A Beirut newspaper es¬ 
timated he has given $23 mil¬ 
lion to the Black Panthers, $10 
million to the IRA and $9 mil¬ 
lion to revolutionaries in South 
America.

U.S. Supplies Arabs 


Saudi Arabia is equipped 
with U.S.-built Raytheon 
Hawk anti-aircraft missiles. 
Libya has a squadron of 
Northrop F-5* and Lebanon 
has announced plans to buy 
arms from the United States 
as well as from the Soviet 
Union and others. 

Salesmen for British and 
French armament firms are 
busy in the area, capitalizing 
on the fact that as colonial 
powers the two countries 
dominated the arms business 
in the Middle East between 
the two world wars. 

This has resulted In some 
oddities. Both Israel and some 
of its Arab opponents are 
equipped with French-built 
Mirage aircraft, which could 
create something of an iden¬ 
tification problem in super¬ 
sonic air battles. 

(Even the Russians are not 
Immune from that sort of 
thing. In the recent border 
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pile of U.S.-made weapons be¬ 
came available for reship¬ 
ment to rebels throughout 
Latin America. 

To control the flow of large, 
expensive and sophisticated 
systems, such as jet fighters, 
agreements among the suppli¬ 
er nations could be effective, 
since there are only a few 
manufacturing sources, all 
under tight governmental con¬ 
trol. 

But the prospects for par¬ 
tially effective controls are 
not hopeless even for small, 
cheap, mass-produced weap¬ 
on s . including automatic 
rifles, the favored weapon of 
national forces and insurgents 
in the developing countries. 

★ ★ ★ 

A few models, perhaps five, 
comprise most of this invento¬ 
ry, and two of them, the So¬ 
viet-designed AK-47 and the 
standard NATO FN “Fal," 
may account for about half of 
the total. 

Production sources are fair¬ 
ly concentrated, an important 
point for controllability. 

The Soviet Union, through 
its own production plants or 
its license agreements, main¬ 
tains control over a large per¬ 
centage of the world's auto¬ 
matic rifle production. 

Similarly, the FN automatic 


rifle, developed in Belgium. 1* 
produced under strict controls 
of NATO and national authori¬ 
ties. 


Although little apparently 
can be done to control the 
transfer of weapons already 
in the world inventory, it 
seems likely that much could 
be done to control the future 
availability of more advanced 
light automatic weapons pro¬ 
duced by the Soviet Union. 
Western Europe, the United 
States and their respective 
networks of licensees. 

The present political set¬ 
ting, combined with the na¬ 
ture of the arms flow, augur 
well for a bilateral U.S.-Soviet 
approach to limiting arms to 
the third world. 
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able increase in deliveries of 
jet combat aircraft from a 
few industrial countries to 
more than 60 nations in the 
developing world in the past 
20 years. 

The air forces of these 
countries now have more than 
6,000 jet fighters and fighter- 
bombers in various stages of 
combat-ready, reserve or 
maintenance status. 

More than 90 per cent of 
these planes were supplied di- 


rectly by the Soviet Union, 
the United States. Britain or 
France. Less than 10 per cent 
came from second-hand 
sources, either private or.gov¬ 
ernmental. 

The Soviet Union has been 
the biggest source of planes 
among the four nations, fol¬ 
lowed by the United States, 
with Britain and France 
roughly tied for third. 


The United States, for in¬ 
stance. bolstered the faltering 
Batista regime in Cuba with 
thousands ol small arms. 
Fidel Castro later estimated 
that 85 per cent of the weap¬ 
ons used in his successful in¬ 
surgency were captured from 
Batista's arsenals and bar¬ 
racks.

When the Cuban armed 
forces standardized on Soviet 
weapons after 1960, the stock- 


mi firms ojiened up in July 
when Egyptian President An¬ 
war Sadat kicked out his mili¬ 
tary advisers from the Soviet 
Uhion which had been sup¬ 
plying arms to Egypt ever 
since the late President 
Nasser was snubbed by the 
West and turned to Moscow 
for arms in a 1955 deal with 
Czechoslovakia as middle¬ 
man. 

Sadat has declared plans to 
build an arms industry in 
Egypt to reduce its depen¬ 
dence on foreign sources. 

The United States generally 
is thought of as arms su[>- 
plier to Israel, with the Sovi¬ 
et Union equipping the Arab 
countries. But in fact, a 
number of Arab military 
forces arc equipped with U.S. 
weapons. 

The Jordanian air force, for 
example, flies Lockheed F-104 
aircraft and the F-5 fighter 
aircraft which failed to shoot 
down Moroccan King Has- 
san’s Boeing airliner in an as¬ 
sassination attempt last Aug. 
16 were built by southern Ca¬ 
lifornia’s Northrop Corp. 


fighting between North 
Yemen and South Yemen, 
both sides were equipped with 
Soviet-built tanks.) 

Iran, like Lebanon, main¬ 
tains its impartiality by buy¬ 
ing equipment for its armed 
forces from both the Soviet 
Union and the United States, 
as well as Britain and 
France. 

Lebanon has been entangled 
in an arms scandal involving 
French missiles and charges 
and countercharges of black¬ 
mail, corruption and intrigue. 

In addition, opposition depu¬ 
ties in parliament have 
charged that U.S. and Belgian 
rifles delivered to the Leban¬ 
ese army were not new, that 
French tanks were defective 
and that Soviet military vehi¬ 
cles were equipped with guns 
made in 1939. 

As in any other business, it 
pays to make sure your 
friendly arms merchant is a 
reliable one. 


Burn It and It Makes More 

Plutonium Waste 
Major Headache

Mention ’’plutonium’’ and environmentalists get the yips 
and with good cause. There are several reasons, says Dr. 
David F. Cope, site representative for the U.S. Atomic 
Energy Commission’s reactor development and technology 
division. 

“First, it doesn't occur in nature,’’ Cope says. It’s man¬ 
made stuff, created when a flying neutron is captured by ura¬ 
nium 238. Where U-238 is not fissionable, plutonium 239 is. 

And you can get other isotopes of the material, by adding 
other neutrons so that you go up to plutonium 240 and 241, 
etc. (Those number, by the way, refer to the number of parti¬ 
cles in an atom of a particular isotope.) 


For years, nuclear scientists have been trying to figure 
ways of disposing of it safely as a waste product of nuclear 
reactors. They’ve buried it, stored it in tanks shielded in con¬ 
crete blockhouses, even considered shooting it in rockets to 
the sun. 

And now, they talk about spending $500 million to prove 
that a process — the liquid metal fast breeder reactor — can 
use it as fuel for power generation. And in the process, make 
more plutonium 239 than they burn. 

There’s the environmental rub. You fuel a nuclear reac¬ 
tor with a ton of the stuff, burn it for a year or so. and come 
out with more than you started with. 


What happens to all that PU-239,240,241, etc.? Do you 
build another fast reactor to bum it, to make more to fuel, 
and then another fast breeder to make more — and more? 
Environmentalists envision a time when the world might be 
up to its armpits In PU-239. 

Alarmist? Perhaps. The record of nuclear development 
has been remarkalby free of disaster. The record is good, 
almost unbelievably good. 

But, then, so was the record of the U.S. space program 
until three astronauts died in a fire at Cape Kennedy while 
ground testing a space capsule. Then there was Apollo 13. It 
fell apart on the way to the moon and if the astronauts had 
not been carrying a lifeboat, they’d have had it. 


One of the surest bets in life, when it comes to machines, 
is that if something can go wrong, it eventually will. So with 
the Tennessee Valley Authority and Commonwealth Edison 
planning to build a liquid metal fast breeder reactor here in 
the next five to 10 years, the environmentalists can be 
depended upon to get in their licks before it's over, with fed¬ 
eral court litigation. 

Thus the timetable for building that plutonium-eating 
mointer could be longer than the government projects. 


Jet fighter systems are so 
versatile and effective that 
they strongly influence the 
outlook of national leaders, as 
the Mideast arms spiral clear¬ 
ly showed. 

Small-arms traffic, while 
different, also illustrates the 
centralization of sources. 

Although private dealers oc¬ 
casionally have supplied large 
quantities of weapons to the 
developing countries (to Al¬ 
geria in the late 1950s and to 
Cuba in 1959. for example), it 
is primarily intergovernmen¬

This, of course, should be

Donor Blood Avoided in Open Heart Operations

DALLAS — Open heart sur¬ 
gery, which has been one of 
the biggest drains on blood 
banks, now can be done in 30 
to 50 per cent of cases without 
the use of a single pint of 
transfused blood, two heart 
surgeons said here Friday. 

When open heart surgery 
first became popular about 15 
years ago with the develop¬ 
ment of the heart lung- 
machine. it was customary to 
use 25 pints of blood for a sin¬ 
gle operation. 

Even today the national 
average is 7.8 pints per open 
heart operation. But several 
surgical centres have shown 
that it is not only possible but 
highly desirable to transfuse 
as little blood as possible. 

Dr. Denton Cooley of the 
Texas Heart Institute, Hous¬ 
ton, told newsmen covering 
an American Heart Associa¬ 
tion session that he has per¬ 
formed heart surgery on 110 
patients who are Jehovah’s 
Witnesses without using 
blood. 

It is against the religious 
convictions of Jehovah’s 


Witnesses to accept blood or 
any of its derivatives. 

Cooley said he now does 30 
per cent of his open heart sur¬ 
gery without using donor 
blood. 

In a separate interview, Dr. 
Jerome Harold Kay of St. 
Vincent’s hospital, Los 
Angles, said 45 to 50 per cent 
of his patients no longer re¬ 
ceive donor blood during 
heart surgery. 

The advantages, he said, 
are a zero risk of acquiring 
serum hepatitis and less 
bleeding after the operation. 
Also. Kay said, patients who 
did not get blood have shorter 
hospital stays — 10 days on 
the average as compared to 
13 or 14 days if they have 
received a transfusion. 

Kay said improvements in 
surgical techniques and the 
avoidance by the anesthesi¬ 
ologist of drugs that depress 
the heart are two key reasons 
why it Is now feasible to avoid 
transfusion in many cases. 

Approximately 50,000 open 
heart surgeries are done each 
year in the United States. 
They range from the repair of 


congential defects to replace¬ 
ment of valves and implanta¬ 
tion of veins in the heart ves¬ 
sels to bypass clogged coron¬ 
ary arteries. 

The latter operation, called 
a saphenous vein bypass, ac¬ 
counts for more than half of 
all heart surgery. It is per¬ 
formed most commonly to re¬ 
lieve symptoms of angina. 

A controversy has raged be¬ 
tween doctors who believe the 
operation will eventually be 
shown to add years of life to 
patients —- an addition to re¬ 
lief of pain — and doctors who 
point out that this has not yet 
been proved. The latter group 
feels the operation is being 
used too extensively, con¬ 
sidering there is no proof that 
it prolongs life. 

The president of the Ameri¬ 
can Heart Association, Dr. 
Willis Hurst, chairman of the 
department of medicine at 
Emory University and car¬ 
diologist to former President 
Lyndon Johnson, said he be¬ 
lieves most doctors agree the 
ypass operation is justified 
patients whose angina Is 
bad that they are disabled, 
e patient should have an 
herwise good heart, howev- 
he said. 

n general, he said, the 


more the heart has been da¬ 
maged by a previous heart at¬ 
tack, the less the operation 
has to offer. 

Dr. Richard Ross, director 
of the cardiovascular division 
of Johns Hopkins hospital, 
Baltimore, said it is impor¬ 
tant to remember that the 
operation does nothing to 
change the disease process. 
The vein which is implanted 
in the heart nerely bypasses 
the clogged coronary artery. 
Cooley said he has the first 
evidence that the death rate 
of patients who receive the 
operation is lower than a sim¬ 
ilar group of patients who 
were not operated on. 

He cited statistics showing 
that between 4 end 10 per cent 
of persons with clogged coron¬ 
ary artries — the rate de¬ 
pending on whether one, two 
or three arteries are clogged 


— will die each year if no 
operation is performed. 

Following the bypass opera¬ 
tion, the annual death rate 
among his patients is 2.7 per 
cent, he said.

U.S. Detects 
Soviet N-Test 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The U.S. Atomic Energy Com¬ 
mission (AEC) said Friday it 
had detected seismic signals, 
"presumably from a Soviet 
underground nuclear explo¬ 
sion,” in the southeastern 
Oral area of the Soviet Union. 

An AEC spokesman said the 
signals "were equivalent to 
those of an underground nu¬ 
clear explosion in .the yield 
range of 20 to 200 kilotons." 
The sjxikesman said it was 
the 11th "presumed test" this 
year, of which one was later 
confirmed. 


He also volunteered his ser¬ 
vices to the British Army and 
was appointed company com¬ 
mander of 15th Coy.

Mom welcomes Gillian home

Central Saanich is 
moving swiftly to pave 
the way for a proposed 
$1,300,000 privately-built 
recreation centre on 
Mount Newton Cross 
Road. 

Mayor Archibald Galbraith 
has called a special meeting 
of council Monday night at 
which a bylaw is expected to 
be adopted declaring a 
60-acre site on the northwest 
corner of Mount Newton and 
Central Saanich roads a dev¬ 
elopment area. 

Council passed three read¬ 
ings of the bylaw at a special, 
meeting Friday afternoon. 
The proposed centre was first 
introduced at a regular meet¬ 
ing of council last Monday 
night. 

1 B-Acre Site 

Galbraith explained in an 
Interview Saturday that al¬ 
though the centre will be lo¬ 
cated on an 18-acre site, coun¬ 
cil decided to make 60 acres a 
development area, because 
the proposed Peninsula Hospi¬ 
tal will be on 23 acres and the 
middle 19 acres could be a 
buffer between the hospital 
and the recreation project. 

The proposed centre will 
contain two storeys. The 
lower section will have an 
85-foot by 200-foot ice rink, 
eight sheets of curling ice, 
and a 50-metre heated swim¬ 
ming pool. 

Plans for the up|>cr floor 
call for 8,400 square feet of 
lounge area. 

Area Bylaiv 

Galbraith said once the dev¬ 
elopment area bylaw is 
passed by council the land-use 
contract will be studied. If 
council agrees with the con¬ 
tract, a public hearing will be 
called. 

"I expect the hearing could 
he early in the second week of 
December,” he said. 

Council's parks and recrea¬ 
tion committee chairman 
Percy Lazarz said in a sepa¬ 
rate interview, "If there are 
no valid objections to the 
project voiced at the public 
hearing, construction of the 
building could start shortly 
after the meeting." 

‘Second Look' 

He said if there is much of>- 
position, council will have "to 
take a second look at the con¬ 
tract.” 

"I personally think it is a 
terrific thing for the whole of 
the peninsula. There is no 
way that Central Saanich 
could build a recreation 
centre on its own . . . and 1 
doubt even the three peninsu¬ 
la municipalities could do it 
on a joint basis,” Lazarz said. 

A spokesman for the project 
told council last Monday the 
c entre will be open to the pub¬ 
lic on a general admission 
basis. 

"It will not be a private 
club," he said. 


Teachers, Trustees Adamant

It’s Back to Arbitration 


It seems to be back to the 
arbitration board for Greater 
Victoria teachers and school 
trustees. 

The Greater Victoria school 
board and its teachers applied 
for arbitration Nov. 15 as they 
were required to do by law 
when no settlement had been 
reached by then, but a few 
days later it appeared that 
negotiations between the two 
sides might resume. 

However, Walter Donald, 
school board negotiating com¬ 
mittee chairman, said Satur¬ 
day that "un)4ss the situation 
changes, which seems impro¬ 
bably. we are heading far ar¬ 
bitration.” 

Hope for resumed negotia¬ 
tions came last week after 
public statements by teachers 
and trustees seemed to show 
that there might have been 
some misunderstanding be¬ 
tween the two sides before 
talks broke off. 

Donald had said the teach¬ 
ers’ negotiating committee 
had rejected a board offer

"very close" to the 9 per cent 
accepted by Sooke 
teachers, but GVTA president 
Bob Mitchell said the teachers 
had never heard of any offer 
anywhere near 9 per cent. 

Donald said then he hoped 
the two sides would get to¬ 
gether "to give us both a 
chance to make *nir position 
clear and to eliminate any 
misunderstanding that might 
have occurred." 

But Saturday he said that 
there was "certainly no 
longer any confusion about 
what the offers arc," although 
no formal talks had been 
held. 

And even without any such 
confusion, it seemed the mat¬ 
ter would be settled by arbi¬ 
tration, not negotiations. 

"It’s now clear that the 
board has gone as far as it 
can go unless it is forced (by 
a binding arbitration settle¬ 
ment) to go higher." he said. 
"And it seems the teachers 
have arrived at the conclusion 
that they’d rather go to arbi¬ 
tration than accept that settle¬ 
ment.” 


The board was now in the 
process of obtaining the ser¬ 
vices of an advocate for the 
arbitration board hearings 
and of finding someone to be 
its nominee on the arbitration 
board, he said. 

Once the board is appointed 
a hearing will be held, and 
the board will then bring 
down its findings before Dec. 
31. The results will be binding 
on both parties. 

The two sides are legally 
free to continue to try to nego¬ 
tiate a settlement until the ar¬ 
bitration board brings down 
its ruling. 

Meanwhile. Donald said, 
talks are continuing between 
the school board and repre¬ 
sentatives of its employees 
who belong tn the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees. 

He understood those talks 
were "going very, very well." 
he said. Contracts between 
the board and CUPE, who 
represents maintenance and 
clerical staff, expire at the 
end of the year.

Sidney Mayor Stanley Dear said Saturday he 
was looking forward to having six aldermen on 
council next year rather than the current four.

Europeans Doubtful

IX3NDON — Those sup¬ 
posedly safer cars of the fu¬ 
ture being legislated and de¬ 
signed in the U.S. are being 
eyed somewhat dubiously by 
some European automobile 
research engineers and pro¬ 
duction men. 

"Probably they are all right 
for the United States end for 
American owners,” some of 
the Europeans seem to think, 
"But questionable for Europe 
and the Europeans." 

This view wae related to 
American efforts to produce 
less-polluting, more crash- 
resisting and airbag-equipped 

cars.

A group of European car 
research and production spe¬ 
cialists met here recently to 
consider, among other things, 
what the U.S. is trying to do 
about safer automobiles. They 
also debated whether that 
American effort will have any 
Influence on the manufac¬ 
turing and safety standards 
for European cars. 

Generally. according to one 
report on the meeting, they 
were intrigued with the recent 
American regulations for 
safer cans, and impressed 
with the official American 
government backing of the 
safer, cleaner car programs. 

But they reportedly were un¬ 
easy about the reported price 
increases on some American 


automobiles incor[>orating 
some of the new safety fea¬ 
tures. 

There is some indication, 
also that the specilaists were 
uneasy that some European 
nations might adopt American 
car safety standards, and con¬ 
cerned that such a move 
would affect the prices and 
sizes of Europe's generally 
smaller automobiles. 

One engineer reportedly 
told his colleagues that the 
application of the full range of 
proposed American safety 
standards to one of Europe's 
cheaper email cars might 
raise its price almost 50 per 
cent, make it larger and hea¬ 
vier, and increase its fuel con¬ 
sumption. 

The prices of such cars and 
their limited use of gasoline 
attract many European 
buyers with modest incomes. 
Their sale prices are low by 
American standards, and 
some of them yield many 
more miles per gallon on gas¬ 
oline which is higher priced in 
Europe than in the U.S. 

Another European automo¬ 
tive research engineer repor¬ 
tedly was skeptical if Europe¬ 
an car owners would want or 
pay for such American safety 
features as low speed colli¬ 
sion-resistant bumpers, or im¬ 
pact-deflecting steel panels in 
the doors of their vehicles. 

That reported skepticism 
may stem from Europe's fatal 
car accident rates. Europe 


has its share of lunatic 
drivers. But automobile fati- 
lity rates in Europe except 
perhaps in Germany — are 
believed to be lower generally 
than in the United States. 


and improved brake systems 
in European cars. 


Again, generally, most of 
the delegates at the recent 
meeting were said to favor 
the use, even the compulsory 
use. of seatbelts as a driver

TOKYO, Japan — Despite 
all the noise, the Japanese 
are essentially marking time 
on their trade and yen poli¬ 
cies. The real decisions will 
be made only after the Dec. 
10 general elections. 

Basically the problem is Ja¬ 
pan's chronic trade surplus, 
estimated at S9 billion for 
1972. Despite last December's 
16.88 per cent yen revaluation, 
this is $2 bdliion higher than 
last year's surplus. Japan’s 
bilateral surplus with the U.S. 
alone is expected to top $4 
billion this year. 

In currency terms this sur¬ 
plus has led to foreign ex¬ 
change holdings of $17.8 bil¬ 
lion at the end of October, up 
$1.3 billion for a month be¬ 
fore. Speculation on a forth¬ 
coming yen revaluation has 
led to dollar futures of 280 yen 
(as against the current 301 
yen) and to heavy dollar sell¬ 
ing in Tokyo. The market has 
now calmed down somewhat, 
but for eight consecutive days 
at the end of October and the 
beginning of November dollar

sales topped $100 million 
daily. 

In an effort to bridle this 
runaway situation — and as¬ 
suage its deficit trading 
partners — the Japanese gov¬ 
ernment has taken some steps 
to decelerate exports. It has 
been saying staunchly that it 
will not revalue the yet. but 
it has been dabbling with ex¬ 
port controls and import en¬ 
couragement. Actually, many 
observers believe that a yen 
revaluation of at least 30 per 
cent after the election is un¬ 
avoidable anyway, and that 
more fundamental restructur¬ 
ing of trade will be dropped 
as soon as this occurs. 

In any case, the govern¬ 
ment announced a vague five- 
point "yen defense" policy on 
Oct. 20 and has undertaken 
some implementation since 
then. Most recently, the ex¬ 
traordinary Diet that was dis¬ 
solved this week passed relat¬ 
ed tax, tariff, and export-im¬ 
port bank bills. 

Most important of these were 
across-the-board tariff cuts of 
20 per cent on industrial and 
processed agricultural prod¬ 
ucts. and mandatory export 
curtailment on 19 high export 
growth items. 

The export curbs, which are 
to be worked out between gov¬ 
ernment and concerned indus¬ 
tries by early December, may 
take the form either of volun¬ 
tary export cartels or of gov¬ 
ernment enforcement. 

All this sounds very good 
and has received much pub¬ 
licity. What has not been 
done, however — as is often 
the case — is to allocate just 
whose ox will really be gored. 

The powerful ministry of in¬ 
ternational trade and industry 
successfully balked at the fi¬ 
nance ministry plan to tax ex¬ 
ports. The powerful agricul¬ 
tural ministry managed to 
thwart any quota increases in 
agricultural imports (a key 
item in American trade) and 
to keep primary agricultural 
products off the 1 list of tariff 
reductions. 

For the present, observers 
cite the pressures of the elec¬ 
tion as working against any 


tough decisions. The farming 
vote, greatly overrepresented 
in Japan’s districting, is es¬ 
sential to keep the Liberal 
Democratic Party in its pe¬ 
rennial majority. And export 
industries arc essential to fill 
the LDP’s coffers.

Fog Clouds Scenic Skyline Path 


W® took the scenic skyline 
rout® over the Caycuae log- 
ging roads to the Nitinat last 
weekend, but the scenic 
beauty was marred by low 
clouds and fog. 

At times we were in such 
thick fog we considered get¬ 
ting wife Tarry to walk ahead 
of the vehicle and make sure 
we didn’t topple over the 
mountainsides. At times we 
were above the clouds. 

B.C. Forest Product* 
Caycu*® mainline with its 
Jasper Creek mainline link 
now provides the opportunity 
for a roughly 50-mile loop 
drive Into the Nitinat Valley 
and on to Nitinat I^ake. 

Limited Access 

BCFP has recently opened 
the Caycuae logging area 
just half a mile beyond BCFP 
Caycuse industrial site and 4.2 
mile* beyond the BCFP public 
campground on Cowichan 
Lake — for public recreat- 
ponal travel during non- 
operating non-hazardous 
hours and on weekends and 
holidays. 

It used to be that the Cay¬ 
cuse area was one of the last 
remaining BCFP claims with 
limited access - to hunter* 
during the hunting season 
from dawn until 3 p.m. when 
gates were closed and for 
•teelheader* at other times 
when they applied at the com¬ 
pany office at Caycuse for 
apecial entry permission. 

We simply refuse to travel 
under conditions like those, so 
Saturday’* Caycuse trip was 
x>ur first over those roads. 

We started out Friday with 
the BCFP Heather camp¬ 
ground at the top end of Cow¬ 
ichan Lake our destination. 
We planned to fish for those 
big cutthroat* that hang about 
the creek mouths at this time 
of year. 

Fish Regularly 

We had sort of hoped we 
would meet our friend* Hugh 
Aylmer and Maurice Gross- 
man who regularly fish that 
part of the lake, using small 
Gibbs-Stewart spoons almost 
exclusively, 100 feet of line, 
no weights. We had also 


planned to look up Aintee 
Greffard in Caycuse. 

But it was bitterly cold 
when we arrived at the camp¬ 
ground. We had seen ice on 
the puddles along the road. A 
wind was blowing on the lake 
and fishing was out of the 
question. 

Little Hiking 

We did a little hiking 
around the camp area, then 
lit a big campfire and enjoyed 
its warmth. Then darkness 
fell, even before 5 p.m. That 
is the big problem with winter 
camping. There are so many 
hours of darkness. 

We usually put off cooking 
supper as long as we can, and 
then we make quite a ceremo¬ 
ny out of cooking steaks, or 
some other special treat in 
the motor home. With appro¬ 
priate wines and maybe some 
brandy or rye we can spin out 
a winter evening quite enjoya- 
bly. 

Darkened Sky 

We could see cloud* build¬ 
ing up in the dark sky as we 
readied for bed and outside it 
was getting slightly warmer. 
During the night we could 
hear the wind getting up and 
rain pelting down on the roof 
of the vehicle. Before the rain 
started I peeked out several 
times expecting to see snow. 
Twice before we have awa¬ 
kened on Cowichan Lake to a 
fresh fall of snow. 

Saturday morning was quite 
miserable, wet and windy, 
and we gave up the idea of 
fishing. 

Bridge Junction 

We decided on some logging 
road explorations and we had 
been thinking of travelling the 
Caycuse lines for some time. 

ft is 26 miles via the Cay¬ 
cuse-Jasper route to the Ni¬ 
tinat bridge junction, com¬ 
pared to 17 miles the usual 
way, which starts with the 
Crown Zellerbach main line, 
on to BCFP roads, and then 
on to MacMillan Bloedel 
roads. 

The old way i* easiest, hut 
the new Caycuse way is more 
venturesome. 


Provincial 

COURT 


Signs at both ends of the 
BCFP roads warn of steep 
hill* and that recreationist* 
shouldn’t attempt to tow trail¬ 
ers over the route. 

The road at the Caycuse 
gate, which used to be a 
checkpoint, but is now left 
open weekends, starts imme¬ 
diately with a steep hill and 
by the time you have reached 
the headwaters of the Cay¬ 
cuse Rivpr you will have 
climbed 1.550 feet. 

Climb Divide 

To get over the Jasper 
Creek divide and down into 
the Nitinat you climb 2,100 
feet and then to get down to 
the Nitinat road you drop 
pretty well all of that distance 
in three steeply winding, 
muddy and slippery miles. 

The Jasper and Caycuse 
lines were first linked for pub¬ 
lic use in the *unimer of 1970. 

Caycuse River Is a good 
*teelhead-producing stream in 
August, September and late 
winter months, but to fish it 
requires some canyon¬ 
crawling down long and slip¬ 
pery banks. 

One favorite hole is reached 
along the McClure mainline 
(which goes six miles to a 
dead end), to the end of C49 
spur until you see a well- 
marked trail to upper Cay¬ 
cuse pools. 

Fishing Holes 

There are a couple of places 
to get to fishing holes off the 
Caycuse mainline in the 10 
Mile Creek area. Along the 
mainline towards Jasper 
mainline, entry to the well- 
fished Meat Hole is near the 
junction of C9 and Cl spurs. 

Detailed road maps may he 
obtained from the BCFP of¬ 
fice at Caycuse. 

Come along with us on our 
loop tour: 

We drove five miles from 
Heather campground to Cay¬ 
cuse intersection. 


Mile Zero — Caycuse gate. 
Turn right. Road is paved and 
steep. Side roads are marked 
"hazardous areas, no entry," 
but the "no entry" lettering 
has been covered up in areas 
that recreation access is fea¬ 
sible. 

Mile 6.9 Junction. 

McClure mainline on left. 


Straight ahead on right for 
Caycuse-Jasper. M c C 1 u r e 
River has falls which block 
fish passage upstream and al¬ 
though you can drive to 
McClure Lake it only holds 
tiddler fish. We kept on Cay¬ 
cuse line. 

Mile 17.7 Junction and 
sign pointing right for Nitinat. 
First indication we had we 
were still on right road. 

Sharp Right 

Mile 17.8 Another junc¬ 
tion. We should have kept 
straight ahead on left for Ni¬ 
tinat, but road sharp right 
looked more travelled and we 
took that. It led for one mile 
almost straight up a narrow 
mountainside road and ended 
in a deadend at a steel spar 
tree and active logging. We 
went up and down in bull low 
gear, and then took the 
proper (un-signed) Nitinat 
road. 

Mile 19.5 — Junction. I>eft 
for Caycuse mainline, but the 
road doesn't, yet link with 
road along Caycuse River at 
Nitinat Lake. Keep right on 
Jasper mainline, down the 
steep hill. 


mainline Nitinat Road. Keep 
left for Nitinat Lake. 

Mile 25 Join up with MR’s 
Nitinat mainline. 

Mile 25.9 — MB forest ser¬ 
vice picnic site on hanks of 
Nitinat, just above bridge. We 
stopped for lunch, as usual, 
and watched the river which 
was black with spawning fish. 

Mile 26 — Junction at bridge. 
Left goes to Nitinat I^ke. 
Right goes to Franklin River, 
Bamfield, Albemis. We went 
left for side trip, for which we 
record separate mileage.

As School Nears 50 



Malvern and Westerfunn 


Malvern private school for 
boys will be having its fiftieth 
anniversary this January, and 
owner Mrs. Kileen Sealy is 
looking for former pupils to 
help celebrate the event. 

Malvern, amalgamated with 
Wcsterham school since 196.1 
when) Mrs. Sealy and her 
husband Col. P. T. Sealy 
irought it from founder D. Tr- 
Emmerson, has had a peripa¬ 
tetic history. 

First situated on Rockland, 
the school later moved to a 
building on Richmond, be¬ 
lieved to have been an early 
provincial police post. 

"It was a very big, old 
school with square nails, like 
the kind they had in buildings 
before the 1900s - and an 

absolute firetrap,” recalls 
Mrs. Sealy. 

Emmerson took In boarders 
at his home on Foul Bay Road 
at this time. In 1928 the 
school’s gym was built. 

In 1956 the Sealys bought # 
Wcsterham. a school for little 
girls and boys established in 
19-18 by Miss Kathleen Kl- 
vidgc, and moved it In L765 
Rockland, backing Malvern 
House school. 

In 1963 Malvern House was 
about ready to close down, as 
there were only 15 boys at¬ 
tending. but the Sealys took it

over and joined the two 
schools as Malvern and Wcs¬ 
terham. 

"The old place was in such 
bad condition that the plaster 
was crumbling off the walls,” 
says Mrs. Sealy. "At first we 
tried to fix it up and then we 
moved Malvern to the Rock¬ 
land school.” 

Tlu* old gym was moved to 
the new site, too, and is still 
used by younger Ixiys in the 
school. 

At present the school has 
about 60 students in Grades -1 
to 12, with the greatest 
number concentrated in the 
senior grades- An average of 
12 to 15 students a year grad¬ 
uate and go on to university. 

About one-third of the stu¬ 


dents are from foreign coun¬ 
tries. many of them from 
Hong Kong and the United 
States. Students have also 
come from such countries as 
Jamaica, Peru, Mexico, Eng¬ 
land and India. 

There are eight teachers, 
all with degrees, One teacher 
has an MA from Glasgow Uni¬ 
versity. another, one from Ox¬ 
ford. There are nlso teachers 
with degrees from I^ondon 
University, Cambridge and 
the University of Punjab. 

The school’s special focus is 
on exceptional children 
both brilliant children and 
children with learning dif¬ 
ficulties. 

"Each child can progress at 


his own rate,” Mrs. Sealy 
says. 

Plans for the anniversary 
celebration include an open 
house at the school for former 
pupils among whom are Cal¬ 
gary mayor Rod Sykes; Ian 
Munday, who operates a shoe 
store here, lawyer Louis Llnd- 
holm, and Dr. Stuart Kenning. 

Mrs. Sealcy’s only regret Is 
that her husband, who did so 
much to build up the school, 
did not live to see the school 
reach its golden anniversary. 
He died two w'eeks ago. 

She's waiting to hear from 
former pupils so she can de¬ 
cide the kind of commemo¬ 
rative activities the school 
will hold, so if you attended, 
write her care of the school. 


Reward Good Behavior , Ignore the Bad 

Child-Rearing Book Passes Doggy Test

Having set out that precept, 
the Neys deal \yith just about 
every family situation from 
adolescence to whining, in¬ 


cluding some hints on what to 
do about untidiness (confis¬ 
cate the clothes left lying 
around), temper tantrums 
(ignore them), bedwetting 
(relax), and rebelliousness 
(learn to fence). 

It is Intended, says Ney, to 
be a practical guide for both 
parents and professionals. 

It was written because of 
demand and because of the 
all-too-frcquent statement 
from parents of his patients, 
that the explanation of what 
was needed to alter various 
situations was so simple. 

However, he adds, profes¬ 


sional advice is certainly 
needed if parents cannot fol¬ 
low the suggested procedures.

He was referring to the gro¬ 
wing production of catfish and 
soybeans in the prairie — 
delta regions of this and the 
neighboring states of Loui¬ 
siana and Mississippi. What 
particularly excites this busi¬ 
ness consultant Is the integra¬ 
tion of the two protein prod¬ 
ucts with the area’s long-es¬ 
tablished rice industry. 

Because of this he believes 
the three states will one day 
play a major role in feeding 
the growing populations‘of the 
world. 

Both bankers and farming 
representatives here see no 
reason to quarrel with this 

S ment. Says Jim Mason, 
ive with the highly 
sful farmers coopera¬ 
tive, Riceland Foods: “The 
region hasn't reached any¬ 
where near its potential yet.’’ 

By this he means more land 
can be given over to concen¬ 
trated catfish culture (1,800, 
pounds an acre) and that new 
soybean strains being devel¬ 
oped, together with irrigation 
possibilities, will push up 
yields. Rice strains, with 
yields already four times that 
of wheat, have little room for 
improvement. ' 1 B u t who 
knows?” Is his comment. 


A hardpan subsoil is one of 
this region’s assets. The clay 
retains the water making it a 
relatively simple matter to do 
the necessary flooding of rice 
paddies. For tire same reason 
it’s good catfish country. 

"Dig a hole," says one Ar- 
k a n s a n , somewhat over¬ 
simplifying the situation, 
“and it’s ready to become a 
catfish pond.’’ 

Just two years ago some 
35,000 acres all over the South 
were given over to the fish. 
Toduy 70,000 acres — one- 
third in Mississippi alone — 
arc devoted to catfish culture. 
The annual crop now totals 38 
million pounds, marketed 
50-50 in fresh and frozen form. 

The catfish likes warm 
water and grows quickly in 
relatively shallow ponds. A 
six inch fingerling grows to 19 
ounces in a season; a 10-inch 
fish to a full two pounds In the 
same time span. It is also a 
very good eating fish that is 
growing more popular by the 
year. 

The fish’s rapid growth, 
small space requiremens, and 
relative ease of rearing make 
it “potentially the most abun¬ 
dant source of animal protein 
known to man,” according to 
one official. But even at its 
best the catfish comes no¬ 
where near the soybean in 
protein content. 

But perhaps the most im-

hand slips, if something goes 
wrong, he will neither suffer 
nor sue. 

Simman — the name stands 
for Simulated Human — will 
soon get his first use as a 
teaching tool for schools of 
dentistry. 

The dental patient simula¬ 
tor, which looks, feels and re¬ 
sponds much like a human 
being, will provide a new step 
between the classroom and 
the live patient. 

The lifelike device has been 
recognized as one of the 100 
most significant new technical 
products of 1972. The simula¬ 
tor is being produced com¬ 
mercially. 

Simman’s price will range 
from $300 to $1,500, with most 
models expected to sell for 
around $350. He — it? — can 
also be used for training den¬ 
tal assistants and dental hy¬ 
gienists. 

A more elaborate compu¬ 
terized model ls still on the 
drawing boards, with addi¬ 
tional funds needed for re¬ 
search before it will be com¬ 
mercially available. 

Simman is the creation of 
Donald F. Carter, a research 
bioengineer of South Pasa¬ 
dena, Calif. Carter was also 
responsible for the develop¬ 
ment of Sim One, a human 
simulator which is used for 
training anesthesiology stu¬ 
dents at the University of 
Southern California. 

Carter, worked in co-opera¬ 
tion with the dental health di¬ 
vision of the U.S. Public 
Health Service. 

The dental patient simula¬ 
tor has earned for its develop¬ 
ers the I-R 100 award of In¬ 
dustrial Research Inc. in the 
magazine’s annual new prod¬ 
uct competition.

TORONTO <CP) Ralph

Aside from the safety factor 
in having a student work on a 
simulator before he attempts 
a similar operation on a live 
patient, Simman differs in one 
major respect: his teeth are 
replaceable. A number of dif¬ 
ferent problem situations can 
thus be presented. 

Carter first became inter¬ 
ested in human simulation 
some years ago when he 
helj>ed to design dummies to 
be used in studying the effects 
of automobile crashes on 
drivers and passengers. 

As the possibilities of more 


sophisticated types became 
apparent, he took anatomy 
courses and sat in on autop¬ 
sies to learn more about how 
human beings are put to¬ 
gether. He also began search¬ 
ing for materials which could 
he used to simulate skin, tis¬ 
sues and teeth. 

Human simulators such as 
Sim One and Simman can re¬ 
duce students’ laboratory 
training time by about half. 
Carter believes. And he feels 
sure there are many other 
IKissible uses for simulators — 
for example, in training car¬ 
diologists or heart surgeons.

“Witchcraft is a very Chris¬ 
tian religion, the oldest in the 
world,” Miss McFarland said 
in an interview. “It is a striv¬ 
ing to become atune to na¬ 
ture. 

“It is the worshipping of a 
female deity, what you might 
call mother nature." 

Miss McFarland says witch¬ 
craft is based on two tenets 
that go back 70,000 years — 
“Do what you will as long as 
you harm no one and whatev¬ 
er you do returns to you 
threefold." 

“Another basic belief of 
witchcraft is that nothing is 
supernatural," she said. 
“Everything works on a natu¬ 
ral law.” 

Miss McFarland said that 
includes magic, which she de¬ 
fines as a “manipulation of 
natural law and not the pri¬ 
mary function of witchcraft.” 

"Witches worship a female 
goddess, not a devil,” she 
said. “They had the first eco¬ 
logical religion and they want 
to get closer and closer to na¬ 
ture. Most don’t delve into 
magic, leaving that to the left 
wing group." 

Miss McFarland also has 
been involved in the move¬ 
ment for equal rights for 
women in Dallas — an activi¬ 
ty which she contends goes 
hand-in-hand with her prac¬ 
tice of witchcraft. 

“We worship a female deity 
and in the craft, women are 
superior to men," she said, 
explaining that in most sects, 
the priesthood is limited to 
women. 

“Witchcraft is such an old 
religion that it should be more 
easily understandable than it 
is.

Dear Reader*: This Is in¬ 
tended for those who told me 
I was wrong when I said there 
is no scientific evidence that a 
woman who has never been 
pregnant can hreasit-feed a 
child. You men readers out 
there who have no interest in 
the subject can skip Ann 
Landers today. Go look at the 
s|>orts page. 

The mail was fascinating. I 
did not hear from even one 
woman who said she had done 
it. I did hear, however, from 
dozens of women who said her 
neighbor had done it, h£r 
cousin had done it. 

It is easy to understand why 
an adoptive mother might fer¬ 
vently wish to believe that her 
own milk is sustaining her 
child. The psychological as 
well as the physiological bene¬ 
fits of breast-feeding are well 
known. But the facts are as 
follows: 

There Is no existing scientif¬ 
ic evidence that a woman who 
has never been pregnant can 
successfully nurse a child. 

Dr. Michael Newton, a rep¬ 
utable and well - respected 
physician in Chicago who dis¬ 
agreed with me, was good 
enough to speak with and 


write to two of my principal 
consultants, one in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., the other in Boston. 
Both physicians expressed 
high regard for Newton’s cre¬ 
dentials. But after following 
up on Newton’s list of refer¬ 
ences. the conclusion was 
unanimous. 

I quote Dr. John P. Merrill, 
for 25 years a professor at 
Harvard Medical School: 
“Dr. Newton’s suggested ma¬ 
terial has not turned up any 
scientific documentation that 
lactation is possible in a 
woman who has not been 
pregnant. I did not research 
Primntive Culture, 1940” or 
“Experiments in Animals, 
1934, since I do not believe 
they are pertinent. I noted 
that of the 10 women men¬ 
tioned by Dr. Newton he did 
not personally observe any 
one of them.” 

Dr. Cornelia Channing, well 
known endocrinologist and 
professor at the University of 
Pittsburgh Medical School, 
said: "I have seen no proof 
that an adoptive mother can 
breast-feed a child. News¬ 
paper feature stories cannot 
be regarded as scientific doc¬ 
umentation.”

pet food have been ordered by 
fhe government to back up 
advertising claims that their 
products enhance the well-be¬ 
ing of the nation's millions of 
dogs and cats. 

The Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion (FTC) announced Friday 
that the companies would 
have 60 days to submjt docu¬ 
mentation for their claims. 

Including among the com¬ 
panies were Liggett and My¬ 
ers. Inc., which claims that 
Alpo dog food constitutes n 
complete and balanced diet, 
and Carnation Co., which al¬ 
leges that Friskso* puppy food 
Is a new formula puppy food 
with “total everything." 

The companies named in 
the order accounted for more 
than 80 per cent of the l.fi 
billion a year pet food in¬ 
dustry, an FTC spokesman 
said. 

The PTC said the firms ad¬ 
vertising budget ranged from 
S3 million to $104 million last 
year. 

Three of the typical pet food 
claims for which substantia¬ 
tion was demanded: 

• Allied Meals Inc., Chi¬ 
cago. that Wayne dog food 
has nearly 9 per cent more 
protein than other leading 
brands, is completely nu- 
trious, and is good for a dog’s 
stamina, growth and digestive 
system.

Kuster replied his contract 
u'ith the theatre had expired 
at midnight. 

"There was no legal reason 
for me to go back in,” he 
said. 

The judge said in his opin¬ 
ion. Kuster had a compelling 
personal reason to go back 
into the theatre, his expired 
contract notwithstanding. 

Initially. Kuster had plead¬ 
ed not guilty to the charge, 
hut then lie said he wouldn't 
he able to he in Victoria for 
the trial, and changed his 
plea to guilty. 


Kuster said he had Impor¬ 
tant business in Ottawa. He in¬ 
tended to present a brief to 
the prime minister and want¬ 
ed to discuss with him a "so¬ 
cio-economic plan” for nort£ 
em development which might 
result in jobs for thousands of 
young Canadians.

Air Search 
For 46 
Pilgrims 

MUSCAR (Reuter) — The 
Sultan of Oman’s air force 
searched Saturday far 46 In¬ 
dian pilgrims bound for 
Mecca who faced a 300-mile 
journey overland after being 
being put ashore in an isolat¬ 
ed area of Oman. 

According to reliable 
sources in Muscat, 50 pil¬ 
grims from India were put 
ashore by the captain of a 
dhow in an uninhabited area 
of the Sultanate opposite the 
Kuria Muria Islands. 

The captain was said to 
have told the pilgrims that 
transport was awaiting them. 
Four of the party, realizing 
their plight, made their way 
inland for help. 

The sources said three of 
them died and the fourth was 
taken by tribesmen to a 
nearby oil camp. Planes are 
still searching for the re¬ 
mainder of the party, which 
includes a number of women.

Jumbo Jets Joining 
CP Air’s Operation 


GUADALAJARA (Special) 

CP Air will take delivery of 
two Boeing 747 jumbo jets in 
November and December, 
1973 at a total cost of nearly 
$77 million including spares 
and ground support equip¬ 
ment. it was announced in 
Guadalajara, Mexico, whore 
the airline's directors held 
their annual out-of-Canada 
meeting. 

The new wide-bodied 
jumbos will l»e the 717-200 
long-range version capable of 
cruising 6,300 miles with a full 
passenger load. They will be 
capable of flying non-stop 
from Vancouver to Tokyo and 


will carry 350 or more passen¬ 
gers. 

Initially. CP Air plans to 
operate the big aircraft on the 
North Pacific run to Tokyo 
and Hong Kong, on the Van- 
couver-Toronto non-stop ser¬ 
vice, and on the Hawaii route 
in season, said a spokesman. 

Basic cost of the two new 
aircraft will he nearly $58 
million, plus another $5 mil¬ 


lion for four spare engines. 
Other spare components will 
cast $9.6 million and ground 
support equipment will come 
to $3.5 million 

He said that introduction of 
the jumbo planes at the end 
of 1973 will require "immedi¬ 
ate action by the airline in 
putting into motion complex 
and costly programs for pilot 
training and maintenance."

STAGE WHISPERS

Opera comes to Victoria 
this weekend when the Cana¬ 
dian Opera Company, spon¬ 
sored by Victoria Symphony 
Society, presents two per¬ 
formances of Mozart’s Cosi 
Fan Tutte at the Royal 
Theatre: 2:30 p.m. today and 
8:30 p.m. Monday. 

Cosi Fan Tutte was a bit of 
a flop when it opened at the 
Burtheater in Vienna on Jan. 
26, 1790. This was by some 
ascribed to weakness in the 
libretto; not the music. Yet, 
oddly enough, the librettist, 
Lorenzo da Ponte, had al¬ 
ready provided excellent 
scripts for Figaro and Don 
Giovanni. 

More likely the illness and 
demise of the Emperor Franz 
Josef II, who had commis¬ 
sioned the work, was respon¬ 
sible for its initial doubtful 
success. Mozart himself cer¬ 
tainly did not go laughing to 
the bank. As court-composer 
and chamber-musician his 
salary barely paid his rent. 

Anyway, all these unhappy 
events took place close to 200 
years ago and Cosi Fan Tutte, 
containing some of Mozart's 
most sparkling music, has 
survived this long passage of 
time. 

That, in itself, is no small 
recommendation. 

□ ■ 

Tuesday evening sees the 
opening performance of Lion¬ 
el Bart’s Oliver, presented by 
the Victoria Operatic Society. 

Oliver opened in London at 
the New Theatre in St. Mar¬ 
tin’s Lane in 1960 and, by 1964 
was being advertised as "Lon¬ 
don's longest running musi¬ 
cal." 

Perhaps the most lasting 
muscial numbers have proved 
to be Consider Yourself and 
I’ll Do Anything from the first 
part along with Who Will 
Buy? and As Long As He 
Needs Me from the second.

She was talking 
about Anthony Quinn, of 
course, as we sat at a very 
formal luncheon table at one 
of Washington, D.C.’s most el¬ 
egant hotels. 

The guests were an as¬ 
semblage of America’s most 
influential book editors, all 
examining a prepublication, 
in-the-flesh autobiography of 
Quinn. And no small mention 
was made of his new book. 
The Original Sin at Self - Por¬ 
trait. 

The editors were behaving 
with disastrous POUTIESSE 
and a certain amount of suspi¬ 
cion. It was not unlike a room¬ 
ful of Basils confronting Zorba 
for tlie first time. 

Quinn was uncharacteris¬ 
tically nervous and off bal¬ 
ance in the role of a "literary 
figure." Here, we had been 
told, was the lusty, larger- 
t h a n -1 i f e character who 
spewed out 300 pages of 
shocking, revealing inside 
dope about his women, his 
films, and a wild life; he was 
sipping wine and chit-chatting 
softly through one of those 
smiles that looks like it might 
crack and fall into a million 
pieces of Dutch porcelain at 
any second. 

Clearly, the lacking figure 
was a Hollywood interviewer, 
and wincing at the risk of of¬ 
fending my colleagues I 
jumped into the breach, re¬ 
peated the lady’s remark, and 
went onto ask a group of the 
usual vulgar, outrageous and 
indecent questions actors 
have become accustomed to. 
Tony beamed, ordered more 
wine, and with a shrug of re¬ 
lief launched into more famil¬ 
iar waters. 

He talked about the days of 
his youth with Aimee Semple 
MacPherson, b i b 1 e-banging 
through the ghetto; he 
laughed about women’s liber¬ 
ation and said that real 
women like to be chased with 
horsewhip; he recalled his 
friendship with Queen Fre- 
derika of Greece, his emo¬ 
tional attachment to the 


144-acre farm in that country, 
and his arguments with the 
Greek colonels. He roared, he 
laughed, he toasted, he bel¬ 
lowed and charmed this eru¬ 
dite group into his own form 
of dionysian frenzy. 


And what astonished me is 
that my literary friends 
jumped into the questioning 
with an ardor usually found in 
the pages of the fan mags or 
the National Enquirer. And I 
thought, in some detached 
coroner of my mind, that this 
material was surely the mak¬ 


ings of a best seller. The Ori¬ 
ginal Sin has all these ingre¬ 
dients. and is an especially 
relevant portrait of southern 
Californians, because of 
Quinn's teen-age life as a Chi- 
cano in Los Angeles in the 
1920s and the 1930s. 

But, couched as this book is, 
in the psychoanalytic setting, 
The Original Sin is also a re¬ 
markable insight into die soul 
of a successful man |>ursued 
by ghosits. In fact, the most 
important character in the 
book is a 12-year-old boy who 


pursues Quinn relentlessly, 
mocking and torturing him at 
every turn of his academy 
award-winning career- The boy 
is Quinn s former self, "The 
dark, lonely kid with a twist¬ 
ed smile," who wanted to be 
"Napoleon. Michaelangelo. 
Shakespeare, Picasso, Martin 
Luther and Jack Dempsy all 
rolled up into one."

Wayne Newton is a rich 
singer who would like to he a 
.rich actor, or some kind of 
actor anyway. 

He plays Las Vegas 16 to 20 
weeks a year In addition to 
three weeks in Reno and four 
weeks In Tahoe. His harvest 
of banknotes has been incred¬ 
ible. 

But riches aren't everything 
at least not to Newton. He 
hankers after becoming a 
straight dramatic actor. It’s 
sort of a switch on Richard 
Burton lusting after a singing 
career. 

Newton gets his big chance 
Nov. 30 on an episode on tele¬ 
vision's Owen Marshall, Coun¬ 
selor at Law. Wayne portrays 
a college psychology profes¬ 
sor with a retarded child. Is 
that heavy enough? 

“It’s the kind of thing I 
want to do,” said the singer. 

”1 appeared on three Bo¬ 
nanzas and a movie. 90 Steps 
to Jonah, but they were dif¬ 
ferent. This is the first time 
I’ve been cast in a mature 
role without playing a country 
bumpkin.” 

Newton is no bumpkin. He 
lives in a Ias Vegas castle 
and keeps 100 head of pure 
bred Arabian horses on his 
breeding ranch. 


He is simply weary of doing 
the same thing year in and 
year out. This year, for in¬ 
stance. his recording of 
Daddy. Don’t You Walk So 
Fast has sold 1.8 million 
copies. Presumably such 
successes could be tiring. 

"Well, no." Wayne said. 
"That’s exciting. But it's im¬ 
portant to open new avenues 
of my career to prove to peo¬ 
ple I’ve grown up.

He made his London debut Sunday. 

He frolicked with apparent ease through 
the daunting Bach Partita No. 5. the Mozart 
sonata, intricate Chopin waltzes and etudes 
and Bartok's Arpeges Dlvises. 

The audience ooohed and aahrd and 
cheered lustily. Lenadrn waved nonchalantly 
hack and played an encore. 

Then he returned to his London hotel, had 
dinner and climbed into bed with a teddybear 
bigger than himself. Visitors said he and his 
brother Mirko, 3, jumped up and down on 
their beds screaming with excitement and 


pulled down their pajama trousers to try to 
shock well-wishers. 

"The overwhelming publicity he has had 
makes people think he Is Jesus Christ or 
Mozart come alive again,” said his concert 
pianist-composer Father Roberto. "But he is 
a very ordinary child. His public appear¬ 
ances in future will be very limited." 

Aconcha said I>enadro began playing 
when he was three after hearing a piano tune 
on television. After three-months of daily les¬ 
sens with his father, the boy had mastered a 
Mozart sonata. 

What struck him most about his son. Acon¬ 
cha said, was the "courage and discipline the 
baby showed - - more so than is purely musi¬ 
cal qualities, like his fantastic memory and 
sense of rhythm and music.”

BUSY LIZZIE (E. J., Nanaimo) 

Ordinarily, Impatiens sultani is an 
unusually easy-going and tolerant hou- 
seplant, and gets its nickname from the 
fact that it keeps on blooming busily 
over most of the year. 

In your case, where the buds drop 
off before they open, the most common 
cause is unhappiness at the roots. This 
poor root action could be due to too 
much or too little water, uncongenial 
soil, exhausted soil, overdose of fertiliz¬ 
er or too small a jiot. If you have not 
had too mcch experience with house- 
plants, my guess would be over-water¬ 
ing. 

Feel the soil surface daily with the 
tips of the fingers, but wait until it 
becomes definitely dry to the touch be¬ 
fore giving more water. Never allow 
water to stand in the saucer. 
GOOSEBERRY TREE (H.S., Victoria) 

Gooseberries in standard or tree 
form, as advertised by some U.S. and 
German nurseries, are produced in 
very much the same way as the stan¬ 
dard or tree roses. 

The understock used is Ribes 
aureum. the Golden Currant, and while 
this yellow-flowered ornamental currant 
can he raised quite easily from cut¬ 


tings, there is a tendency for the stem 
to develop a kink, making a crooked 
"trunk" and an unsightly tree. A better 
plan is to detach rooted suckers rather 
than using cuttings, as these make 
much straighter stems. 

When the currant stem reaches the 
desired height, it is budded in June or 
grafted in January or February with 
the desired variety of gooseberry, 
usually with one of the large-fruited En¬ 
glish dessert varieties. 

CLIMBING OPHELIA (R. McS.. Brent¬ 
wood) 

As you have discovered, this rose 
has a pronounced tendency to produce 
all iLs blooms on the uppermost part of 
the plant, leaving the lower portion of 
the wall or trellis unfurnished with flow¬ 
ers. I am afraid, though, that you may 
have done your rose a bit of no good by 
cutting it back so hard, as very drastic 
pruning will often cause Climbing Ophe¬ 
lia to revert lo bush form and lose its 
climbing habit. 

Rather than drastic pruning, the best 
way to woo a reluctant climbing rose Is 
to train all growths as close to the 
horizontal as possible, or to arch them 
with the tip of each shoot slightly lower 
than its base a form of training known 
in Franc e as 1’arcure. This concentrates 


the sap in the middle portion of the 
shoot, making for a better distribution 
of bloom. 

SPINDLE TREE (J. O'C., Victoria) 

Your mystery shrub is Euonymus 
europaeus, pronounced yew-o-ne-mus 
yur-o-PEE-us, and commonly known as 
the Spindle tree. It is valued for its 
brilliant autumn coloring and its bright, 
orange-red seeds, and it likes a well- 
drained sandy loam soil in full sun. 

I should warn you that the Spindle 
tree is a favorite winter resting place 
for the black aphids that infest the tips 
of broad beans, nasturtium shoots and 
leaves and young cherry branch tips. A 
close examination of the twigs in De¬ 
cember will often disclose bands of 
aphid eggs. 

Even if you don’t grow broad l>ean.s 
or nasturtiums yourself, in all fairness 
to your neighbors you should either 
prune away and burn these infested 
twigs or spray the bush in late winter 
or early spring with a miscible oil 
spray to kill the over-wintering eggs. 

A very good spray for this purjwse is 
one part Orthorix and two parts Volck 
oil spray, the mixture diluted with 
water at the rate of ** cupful per gal¬ 
lon. Apply as a drenching spray in 
early February.

What do you suppose is re¬ 
sponsible for the great suc¬ 
cess of organized crime 
American society? Take threi 
guesses, and you’ll still he 
wrong. The answer is — mo¬ 
rality. 

It is morality — or what 
Americans construe as moral¬ 
ity, in the narrow Puritan tra¬ 
dition — that indicts gambling 
as an “immoral” activity. 
And it is the Puritan ethos 
that demands the immoral be 
made the illegal. 

★ ★ ★ 

Because gambling is largely 
illegal in the U.S., this multi- 
billion dollar activity has fall¬ 
en into the hands of illegal en¬ 
trepreneurs. 

And gambling money is the 
"grub-stake" these men use 
the Investment capital, as 


it were — to pry their way 
into dozens of other lucrative 
rackets and enterprises. 

★ ★ ★ 

This illicit gambling profit 
is sent out to be "washed" — 
that is, processed through le¬ 
gitimate channels so that its 
original source cannot be 
traced — and then is refun- 
neled back to capitalize other 
businesses, both legal and il¬ 
legal. 

Everybody in politics knows 
this. Everybody in business 
knows this. Everybody in po¬ 
lice administration knows 
this. It was stated categori¬ 
cally not long ago by L. Pa¬ 
trick Gray, the new director 
of the FBI. 

But the American public 
still refuses to believe it. 

It fulminates against “or¬ 


ganized crime” -- which 
takes billions out of people’s 
iwckets yearly, which cor¬ 
rupts local governments and 
subverts legitimate businesses 
— but it is blindness and ri¬ 
gidity that continue to provide 
tiie bulk of funds for this enor¬ 
mous and entrenched cony 
glomerate of criminality. 

Gambling is by no means 
always an evil; but even 
everything that is an evil 
should not be designated as 
"illegal.” 

★ ★ ★ 

This is the Puritan fallacy: 
to confuse personal conduct 
with public sin (the most 
striking example of this con¬ 
fusion was Prohibition), and 
to try Do regulate by law what 
can be controlled only by per¬ 


suasion, education, and exam¬ 
ple. 

The roots of gambling are 
social and psychological, not 
moral. Excessive gambling is 
a weakness, not a sin, like 
excessive drinking, or glut¬ 
tony, or libertinism. It can be 
treated by therapy, not ex¬ 
cised by law or punishment. 

★ ★ ★ 

"A man has a right to l>et 
what he has a right to lose," 
Chesterton once set down: 
and this is the rule of com¬ 
mon sense for gambling. 

It becomes a vice only when 
it begins to injure the bettor 
and his family; short of that, 
the law should pay no atten¬ 
tion to It. Organized crime 
can flourish only as long as 
organized moralism keeps it 
rich.

The bidding took only an 
Instant. South’s two-no- 
trump opener showed 22-24 
high-card points which, 
added to North’s 15 high- 
card points, totalled a mini¬ 
mum of 37 — enough for a 
grand slam. 

Against West’s lead o the 
■pade Jack, the declarer 
with no priorities may easi¬ 
ly go down. If he plays his 


long suits first — diamonds 
and then clubs — he will 
lose the hand if he plays the 
club king prematurely- 
East will end up with a good 
club jack and declarer with 
a splitting headache. 

In hands of this type the 
proper plan is to cash the 
solid suits before the long 
suits. If all goes well with 
the long suits. The precau¬ 
tion will prove unnecessary. 
However, conquering one l»ad 
break in a grand slam will 
more than make up for 
many hands where a bit of 
caution proves unnecessary. 

In today’s hand all suits 
are solid except for clubs. 
Therefore, clubs should he 
played last. Observe how 
easily declarer is led to the 
winning lay by following 
this procedure. 

After cashing his solid 
suit winners, declarer knows 
that West started with five- 
j spades, three\diamnnds and 
at least two ijearts. This 
totals 10 cards and makes it 
impossible for West to hold 
four clubs. 

If clubs divide badly then 
only East can have four and 
and the play becomes rou¬ 
tine. After cashing dummy’s 
ace and queen of clubs, the 
marked fineese against 
East’s jack is revealed and 
the grand slam is scored. 

It’s only a question of sim¬ 
ple priorities and a little 
counting. And in a grand 
slam all declarers can af¬ 
ford to spend the extra ef¬ 
fort involved.

The grand, old house on Drink- 
water Road near Duncan had its 
share in the history of the Cowi- 
chan Valley. 

1 It is grand in many respects. 
The idll trees on the carpet of 
grass facing the road appear like 
sentinels warding off an unwanted 
intrustion of an age that has noth¬ 
ing in common with the era into 
which the house was born. 

* A low stone wall, overgrown with soft moss 
runs parallel to the long driveway leads to the 
rear of the house where it ends in a sweeping cir¬ 
cle. From there, at a distance, Mount Prevost 
grows out of dark forests leaving behind fields 
that once carried the fruits of labor by some of 
the people who lived in the house many years 
ago. 

The large structure, designed by Victoria 
architect Samuel McLure, who created several 
other stately houses In the Victoria area, blends 
in well with the rustic setting. The very large 
leaded glass window of the living room reflects 
respectability and the vertical lines of the dark

beams with stuccoed spaces in between them 
disappear underneath the roof crowned by two 
massive chimneys. 

Like many other old houses, The Grange, as 
the proud building was to be called in later years, 
witnessed many happy hours, but it also had its 
share of sorrows and tears. It all began when re¬ 
tired British army major Sir Clive Phillip-Wooley 
decided to buy 100 acres of land from the William 
Smithe estate to coninue his retirement in the 
Cowichan Valley. 

Mr. Smithe had been one^of the very early 
settlers in the valley and his name is closely con¬ 
nected with the history of British Columbia. From 
1883 until 1887 he served as the province’s pre¬ 
mier. 

Major Phillip-Wooley on the other hand had 
already lived in retirement on the Saanich Penin¬ 
sula for some time when he engaged Mr. McLure 
to design the stately house on Drinkwater Road in 
1912. The major, described by people who knew' 
him as a stern man of the old British school, 
ramrod straight, distinguished himself by being 
instrumental in the formation of the Navy League 
of Canada. 

His military bearing seemed to belie the fact 
that he also wrote poetry. Whether the beautiful 
nature or his mansion-type house inspired him to 
pay tribute to the refined and gentle art of rhyme 
is open to speculation because only little is known 
about him. Nevertheless, the former British army 
major must have been a gentleman of expensive 
taste matched by substantial means. Unfortu¬ 
nately Sir Clive could not enjoy his home for very 
long. Towards the end of the First World War he 
died at his house. 

Native born Hamish Mutter still can re¬ 
member that Sir Clive's wife on one wintry day in 
1916, one of the hardest winters ever to hit Van¬ 
couver Island, arrived at the Somenos post office 
in a sleigh drawn by Shetland ponies. After her 
husband’s death she sold the estate to Gerald Tis¬ 
dale, a banker with the Russian-Asiatic Bank in 
Hong Kong. It was at that time when Mr. Tisdall 
and his wife decided that their nine-year-old 
daughter, Sheila, should be educated in the En¬ 
glish tradition at Victoria. 
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The young girl who had been born at 
Newchwang, Manchuria, was enroled at the St. 
Margaret’s School at Victoria. She later married 
Dr. J. U. Coleman whom she met at the Universi¬ 
ty of B.C. and who is a well-known physician and 
surgeon at Duncan. Mrs. Coleman recalls that 
after several trips between the Canadian west 
coast and China, where her father was still en¬ 
gaged in banking business, Mr. and Mrs. Tisdall 
eventually occupied a house on Lakes Road for a 
brief period until moving into the large house on 
Drinkwater Road in 1918. 

The Grange from now on witnessed a happy 
life, particularly when the Tisdall family included 
ing two daughters and two sons was reunited dur¬ 
ing school holidays. The former banker became a 
farmer and with some hired help maintained a 
purebred Jersey herd and worked the large 
fields. For many years the four seasons weath¬ 
ered the Grange. Friendly springs heralded an¬ 
other active summer after the thick coat of 
winter snows had receded and finally disappeared 
and once more the autumns prepared the land for 
rest. 

Clearer skies brought frost until finally flying 
snow transformed everything into a scene of 
peace and anticipation. The large rooms echoed 
the happiness of the people and on more than one 
occasion there was gaity and laughter when the 
Tisdalls held their dances. Mrs. Coleman says 
"sometimes father used to hire a band and we 
had a marvellous time. Eventually Mr. Tisdall 
became very involved in civic affairs. He served 
as North Cowichan reeve from 1929 until 1937 and 
later he was appointed magistrate. 

"Although he may not have been the most 
colorful reeve of this municipality he left his 
mark as having been a very good administrator." 
says veteran council member and reeve Donald 
Morton, who at that time worked at the farm of 
the Fairbridge Society. During all those years 
only little changed in the noble appearance of the 
house. Mr. Tisdall added a small structure at the 
first floor level of the east wing in close proximi¬ 
ty to a conservatory which no longer exists today. 

The cheerful mood of brighter days changed 
at the outbreak of the Second World War. Mrs. 
Coleman's husband, who meanwhile had es¬ 
tablished A private practice at Duncan, joined the 
Canadian troops as a medical doctor and the hus¬ 
band of the younger Tisdall daughter. Helen, 


became an American soldier. With their husbands 
away and with small children to look after the 
two sisters pitched in at the Grange and helped 
their father farming. 

Mrs. Coleman recalls the hard work in the 
field as having been rewarding in several resj>- 
ects. Nevertheless, the Grange soon was to see 
mourning, marking the beginning of the end of the 
Tisdall era. Mrs. Tisdall died in 1944 and <i\ 
years later the estate was sold to Carl iBen' 
Nyman who lived there in retirement until h s 
death in the early 1960s. Present owner. Okl.thn- 
ma-born Graham Harper bought the Grange 10 
years ago. 

Mr. Harper, who meanwhile has become * 
Canadian citizen, had been living in Los Aneele* 
for 25 years and since the 1950s came to spend h;s 
holidays on Vancouver Island. “I like the Ish.nd 
so well that I rented a house at Mill Bay one sum¬ 
mer," he said. As a fancier of antique furnitui e 
he bought many pieces at auctions in Victoria I 
hauled a lot of these things to Los Angeles ->f 
course, not knowing that I soon would haul them 
back to Vancouver Island,” Mr. Harper said 

During one of his visits a Victoria friend told 
him about a house near Duncan being for sale 
and laying his eyes on the Grange Mr. Harper 
exclaimed spontaneously “this is it.” Selling h • 
pottery manufacturing business that produce, 
“dinner ware and typical California colorful mid 
flashy art ware" he looked forward to moving 
into his new house near Duncan. 

Once more the interior of the Gran re 
matches the stately outside appearance. Mr 
Harper’s art and antique furniture collection en¬ 
hance the spacious rooms. Friendly social gather¬ 
ings once more enliven the hallways and both M 
Harper and his wife, Shirley, are creating a r.e.« 
atmosphere imbued by the love for ait ard 
music. Now once more the fireplace in the livng 
room emanates warmth and invites splendid com¬ 
panionship and the feeling of belonging. The inn 
acres of fields produce hay Mr. Harper harvests 
himself and he also does much of the mainte¬ 
nance work on the house. 

No longer is the era of the Grange’s founding 
years apparent in the Cowichan Valley so rich n 
blessings and beauty, but the grand, old horse 
and its land still have survived the eager clutches 
of speculators and the WTeckcr’s hammer which 
elsewhere have destroyed a gracious past that 
can never be found again.

BUGLER BERT STILL IN DEMAND

When the sombre tones of the 
Last Post rang out over Salt Spring 
Island on Armistice Day, Bert 
Drysdale was there. 

Nothing too unusual about that however for 
Bert, honorary bugler for the Salt Spring Island 
Royal Canadian l^egion. has been faithfully ap¬ 
pearing at the service there for 40 years. 

For 40 years too. Bert Drysdale has been in¬ 
structing military cadets in the art of weapon 
handling. 

Once a crack shot himself who represented 
British Columbia at the Canadian championships 
but “didn't quite make Bis ley.” Bert has taught 
thousands of youths to shoot. 

He was instructor with the Sea Cadets and 
\ir Cadets in Victoria and then with Princes* 
Patricia Canadian Light Infantry before spending 
the last 10 years teaching shooting to the Canadi¬ 
an Scottish Regiment cadets at the Bay Street Ar¬ 
mory. 

However, although he still blows a mighty 
bugle. Bert has just had to say farewell, perhap* 
with more than a little sadness, to his involve¬ 
ment in cadet instruction. 

Bert Drysdale. who lives at 195 Helmcken 
Road, was 75 in May this year. 

And. he confessed in a recent interview, he 
finds ‘climbing up three flights of stairs to the 
Canadian Scottish rooms at the Armory a hit 
much for my legs.” 

To mark his retirement. Bert was honored 
with a special parade at the Armory on Friday, 
Nov. 10. the night before Armistice Day. More 
than 200 attended. 

Captain Vie Kask. commanding officer of the 
Canadian Scottish Regiment, paid tribute to Bert 
Drysdale and said he had set a standard which 
would be hard to follow. 

Lieutenant Henry I-auzon of the PPCLI will 
take over from Bert as cadet instructor for the 
Scottish Regiment 

Bert, who was born in Victoria, was district 
armorer here during the Second World War. 

He joined the 88th Victoria Fusiliers at the 
age of 15. When the First World War broke out. 
he enlisted in the 1st Canadian Pioneer Battalion, 
going overseas in August. 1915. as a drummer. 

Bert was married to Elizabeth Allen In Eng¬ 
land in 1918 and his first child, Marian, was bom 
there. His wife died in 1965. 

Bert, who also has two married sons, was for 
many years a partner in the long-established 
Drysdale Sash and Door Company (now Cubbins• 
and retired in 1965. 

He was for many years a well-known shooter 
with the .303 in army competitions and mad# 
B.C.'s team to Ottawa in 1931 and 1932. 

However, after returning from his second na-^ 
tional championships. Bert made the unselfi$n 
decision to give up his own competitive career 
and concentrate instead on the training of cadets. 

Although literally thousands of cadets have 
gone through his hands and classes start with 
anywhere between 70 and 125 cadets. Bert says 
only about a dozen each year stay at it and go on 
to become anything in shooting. 

“In fact.” he laughs, "often you're lucky If you 
can get a doz.en good enough and dedicated 
enough.” He pointed out that regiments often 
needed 12 cadets to make up a shooting team. 

The boys at the Canadian Scottish haven’t 
been doing too well competitively. Bert said. The 
Princess Patricia cadets, with whom he was w ith 
for 25 years, "are winning everything now,” he 
added. 

But it Is in the military musical field that 
Bert Drysdale's name will go down in history. 

He has l>een a bugler in the army, navy and 
air force and can still whip up a smart salute in 
the different style of the three services. 

He has blown his bugle in Canada. England. 
France and Belgium in many different regiment*. 

He is also a qualified instructor on drums and an 
expert trumpeter. 

Up until two years ago. Fieri Drysdale played 
regularly — dressed in velvet doublet and page # 
wig — at the Empress Hotel's famous Yule Log 
ceremony on Christmas night.

Bert was bugler of Victoria's celebrated six- 
m m Cenotaph Guard from 1929 to 1934. From the 
Scottish Regiment, the guard was made up of 
four soldiers, a sergeant and a bugler. They ap¬ 
peared on such occasions as the memorial service 
for General Haig and the Foch Memorial. 

After returniing to Victoria with his English 
bride. Bert continued in the family business and 
began working with the Eagle Bugle Band. 

'Any one can be a bugler.” he says modestly. 
"If they are crazy enough to practice and have 
good lungs.” 

A few years later, Bert was approached by 
officers of the Rainbow Sea Cadets in Victoria 
and asked if he would organize their bugle band. 

He did. In fact he did it with such efficiency 
that he soon became bandmaster with a rank of 
lieutenant. 

Because of his prowess with the bugle. Bert 
has been over the years — and still is — called on 
for special occasions. 

Apart from appearing at Salt Spring Island 
each Armistice Day. Bert is also honorary bugler 
for the 30th Battalion and 48th Battalion and 
bugler for many other organizations. 

He says even today he is asked to play hi* 
bugle on about 12 “special occasions” a year, 
including at least four or five memorial services 
w hen old soldiers are laid to rest. 

Of proud moments in his life. Bert Drysdale 
still likes to recall the time back in 1936 when his 
son Jack, then with the Scottish, won the Colo¬ 


nel's Silver Bugle in a competition. The colonel 
w as Col. R. J. Kingham. then OC of the regiment. 

And. Bert says with a smile, another proud 
moment was in 1939 when he and both sons. Jack 
and Ted. all enlisted in the Canadian Scottish 
together. 

Bert Drysdale confesses he "hasn't had time” 
for sports or hobbies in his long and devoted con¬ 
nection with the military'. His life essentially has 
tw»en one of service. 

Both his sons carried on the tradition and 
now there is a third generation Drysdale already 
making his mark in the musical military field. 

Jack Drysdale’s son Dale — who prefers to 
l>e railed Jack as well—is. at the age of 17, al¬ 
ready pipe major of the juniors in the Canadian 
Scottish. 

"He was coming on extremely well in compe¬ 
tition shooting also.” grandfather Fieri slips in 
proudly. "But he finds he is too busy with his 
band to concentrate on it.” 

There's another grandson too. Ted Drysdale’s 
son. Allan. But. so far at least, he hasn't shown 
exactly the same penchant for the military. 

And there's a twinkle in grandad Bert s eye, 
md you're not sure if he approves or not or if 
perhaps there is a snide reference to someone 
,‘lse when he says: 

"He’s the skiing and scuba diving sort . ..” 
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DENMAN-HORNBY FERRIES

^ Christening of the new 
Denman Island ferry at 
the Vancouver Shipyards 
brings to mind the his¬ 
tory of the Denman and 
Hornby Island ferries 
through the years. 

^ In the ?5rly days both Denman 
and Hornby were pretty isolated. 
Travel to other islands was very 
restricted. Indian canoes and home- 
bulT^^ats were used and one en¬ 
terprising settler had been known to 
travel from Denman to Vancouver 
Island on a sturdy log. 

Early settlers on Hornby Island 
did not worry much about travel¬ 
ling. they were too busy clearing 
land for their farms. Later on, the 
Ford family built a schooner, White 
Wings, which they used to fetch gro- 
'<*ries. lumber and supplies from 
N^uiaimo. 

They built a wharf at Ford’s 
Cove for their own use, but later the 
government paid them to build one 
for public use. The boats all called 
there. 

In 1880 Dunsniuir, who owned 
and operated the mines at Cum¬ 
berland and Nanaimo, put on a boat. 

I The Union Steamship Co. soon 
ran a weekly boat and. in 1930, the 
CPR began running a twice-weekly 
boat which service was kept up until 
1950, when the service was discon¬ 
tinued entirely. 

I In 1923 Leon Savoie, who had 
moved over from Denman that 
year, began a run from Hornby to 
Courtenay up the river twice week¬ 
ly. This first boat was named the 
Lipgigg and ran until 1929 when Sa¬ 
voie put on a larger diesel unit 
named, the Water Lily. 

In 1931 Leon Savoie's son Albert 
-'took over the ferry service. 

Between 1940 and 1951 there were 
four different boats, the Hornby I, 
II, III and IV. 

Then in 1953, the Hornby V, built 
by Albert Savoie, made regular trips 
from Shingle Spit to Gravelly Bay 
on Denman Island. This was a two- 
car ferry. 

In 1962 a new ferry carrying six 
cars and also built by A. Savoie was 
put into service. This ferry was 
narhed the Lorraine S. II. These last 
two ferries were under a govern¬ 
ment subsidy. 

With the many new settlers and 
subdivisions now on Hornby, the 
Lorraine has proved Inadequate 
and, in October, 1971, was replaced 
by the Rolf Brun with a capacity of 
eight cars. This temporary replace¬ 
ment will shortly be taken off the 
run to be replaced by the Westwood 
with a carrying capacity of 18 cars. 

Captain Albert Savoie has 
reached retirement age, but is guid¬ 
ing the new ferry on a tem|>orary 
basis. For almost 50 years the Sa- 
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voie family has run ferries for 
Hornby Island. 

'The Rolf Brun is the first ferry 
on the run since 1935 that was not 
built by boatbuilder Albert Savoie. 
When new landings will be complet¬ 
ed new ferries will take over a 
government-run service to this Is¬ 
land. 

Denman Island through the years 
had several differnt means of tra- 
^?*t> One of the first large boats 
owned by an islander w as the Rex. a 
steamboat owned and -iterated bv 


1935 to 1910. 


Alby Graham. This boat was used 
mostly for towing logs. 

In answer to a growing demand 
for ferry service Mr. Graham 
bought another boat, the Diane, built 
a raft and, on request carried cars, 
passengers and freight across to the 
beach near Buckley Bay. Landings 
were pretty rough on both sides as 
the cars had to driven over the 
beach. 

Another of the first services was 
a regular weekly trip up the river to 
Courtenay made by Sandy Swan, 


son of pioneer Robert Swan, In his 
vessel the Gooey. He took cans of 
cream, other produce and passen¬ 
gers and brought back feed, grocer¬ 
ies and supplies on the return trip. 

This trip depended on the tide 
and often left Denman in the early 
hours, arriving at Courtenay before 
anyone was around. I^ater on, when 
the E and N train was running 
(1914) mail for Denman was 
dropped off at Union Bay three 
times weekly and the mail boat be¬ 
came a means of crossing to Van¬ 
couver Island and shopping at 
Fraser and Horne's store was j>opu- 
ular. 

Traffic became heavier. Resi¬ 
dents began to agitate for a regular 
ferry and. after numerous meetings 
a petition was drawn up and signed 
by almost every resident. That was 
in the year 1929. Government men 
were sent to look over the situation 
and before long the ferry service 
was granted, subsidized by the gov¬ 
ernment. Inauguration of the ferry 
took place Aug. 14. 1930. and was a 
gala affair. The late Dr. G. K. 
Mettaughton, MLA of Cumberland 
officiated. Charlie Ball, president of 
the Courtenay Board of Trade and 
other prominent people were also 
present. The ferry was christened 
by Miss Thelma Swan (Mrs. Grant) 
grandaug iter of Mr. Robert Sw an. 

Sandy Swan operated the Garry 
Point with a scow, back and forth to 
the cement landing at Buckley Bay 
for five years. 

Then William Baikie and sons 
took over. Their first vessel was the 
Moniker, with Jack Bradley as cap- 
tain. This boat was on the run until 
1940 when she was replaced by the 
Billy B. a boat built especially for 
the run and named after William 
Baikie. 

It was soon obvious that a larger 
ferry was needed as so many cars 
and passengers were going over in 
summer that there were long delays 
on one side or the other. The Baikies 
decided not to carry on at the 
former subsidy and the government 
took over the ferry themselves. 

The result was the new ferry, the 
Catherine Graham, named for Cath¬ 
erine. daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Al¬ 
bert Graham, who was born on the 
ferry boat the Moniker. 

History has now repeated itself. 
There are many new landowners 
and many subdivisions have sprung 
up on both Hornby and Denman Is¬ 
lands. Also these lovely islands with 
their beautiful beaches and good 
summer resorts are filled to over¬ 
flowing with tourists in the summer 
months in ever increasing numbers, 
so that larger and more frequent 
ferries are once more needed. 

The government has now in the 
building and shortly to be ready for 
service, ferry landings costing $1 
million. 

Two new ferry boats are ready 
for the run. One, the Westwood will 
be on the Hornby side; the other has 
just been taken off the ways at Van¬ 
couver Shipyards and was chris¬ 
tened the Denman Queen by Mrs. A. 
Savoie, wife of the longtime Captain 
of the Hornby ferrv

ST. MARY’S 


A Church for Port Renfrew 


In the Synod office of the Angli¬ 
can Church in Victoria is the deed of 
land, hand-written in beautiful cop¬ 
per plate, as were legal documents 
of the day, dated the third of 
April, 1875, between Joseph Drink- 
water of Cowichan District, Van¬ 
couver Island, B.C., and the Lord 
Bishop of British Columbia, granting 
the land as a site for a church for 
the consideration of one dollar. 

A few years ago the Rev. Ian 
Macdonald was holding a service in 
tiie scout hall at Port Renfrew when 
a resident remarked.: “Wouldn't it 
be a good thing if we had a church 
oi our own?” 

■•Why not?” replied Mr. Mac¬ 
donald. 

Several got together and held a 
survey to ascertain the number of 
residents who would be interested, 
their affiliations—until now only 
.w ice-monthly Anglican services had 
been held at Port Renfrew—would 
they attend services, and what fi¬ 
nancial support might be expected. 

The survey was favorable and a 
meeting was called which 20 people 
i tended—there are 100 families in 
the Port—and plans were discussed 
for building an ecumenical church 
using volunteer labor. Mr. Mac¬ 
donald discussed such plans with 
representatives from the United and 
Roman Catholic churches and with 
the late Bishop John Anderson, who 
cave his unqualified and enthusi¬ 
astic support. 

Another meeting was called at 
r'ort Renfrew with Msgr. O’Connell 
.nd the Rev. Leighton Straight, re¬ 
presenting the Roman Catholic and 
' nited Church and Archdeacon 
Forth representing the Anglican 
Diocese. At this time each denomi¬ 
nation promised the sum of $2,000 to 


assist in the work. When Mr. Mac¬ 
donald informed the Rev. Brian 
Crosby of Knox Presbyterian 
Church in Sooke of the venture he 
asked to attend the meeting also. As 
the Presbyterians were by far the 
minority in Renfrew they offered 
$500 towards the work. 

Sketch plans were drawn up and 
Mr. Macdonald made inquiries con¬ 
cerning furnishings and pews. He 
heard that St. Mary's, in Somenos, 
might have some available so he got 
in touch with the Rev. G. A. Kerr of 
St. John’s, in Duncan, and was invit¬ 
ed to see what was available and if 
it would be suitable. 

It occurred to Mr. Macdonald 
what a blessing it would be if they 
could also have the building and it 
was finally decided that it should be 
donated to the people of Port Ren¬ 
frew. 

There is yet another document in 
the Svnod files which runs in part, 
as follows: “IN THE NAME OF 
GOD. We, the incumbent. Church¬ 
wardens and Parishioners of St. 
Mary’s Church, Somenos, having set 
aside this building for the worship of 
God, now feel that the usefulness of 
St. Mary’s Church, Somenos. has 
now ceased . . . We, thp Incumbent. 
Churchwardens and Parishioners, 
now request you. my Lord Bishop, 
to deconsecrate St. Mary’s Church, 
Somenos.” This was done on April 
19, 1970. 

The church was inspected by the 
building committee of Port Renfrew 
and the move found to be possible. 
An estimate of $3,400 was accepted 
for the undertaking. 

Then came the .journey for the 
now deconsecrated church. With the 
roof the building was too high to 
nnss beneath telephone wires, so the 


roof was removed. The main section 
was placed on a special trailer and 
the first night got as far as the junc¬ 
tion of the old and new Cowichan 
Lake roads. 

The second night they reached 
Lake Cowichan village where a flat 
tire stopped further progress. 
McKenzie Logging Company proper¬ 
ty was reached on the third night 
and here the little church was left 
while the movers went off on an¬ 
other job. 

Although it was temporarily pro¬ 
tected by a plastic roof Mr. Mac¬ 
donald, who had accompanied the 
move the entire way, feared that it 
might rain, and rain it did, and 
there are water stains on the walls 
to prove it, and it also collapsed the 
gyproc ceiling. 

A week or so later the movers 
were back and at 5 o’clock one 
evening the 45-mile run to Port 
Renfrew started, Mr. Macdonald 
in the lead and behind him a 
hoist truck, then the church and 
behind that another truck with a 
flashing light. It seemed rather a 
strange sight, remarks Mr. Mac¬ 
donald to see St. Mary's bowling 
along behind him in a cloud of 
dust at 35 miles an hour. 

The convoy, after about 10 miles, 
came to a logging gate, too narrow 
becaust of the posts to allow- them 
through. At this point Mr. Mac¬ 
donald found out what the truck 
with the hoist was for as it came 
into action, lifting out the posts. 
Slow progress w-as now made on 
die winding roads but the truck 
made the switchbacks with ease. 
Then came another gate and more 
posts to be lifted. At 11 o'clock 
that night the little cavalcade 
arrived at the ^ards of B.C. Forest 


\ 

Products. The roof and vestry came 
later and were placed alongside 
the church. 

B.C. Forest Products made avail¬ 
able a raft used for transporting 
heavy equipment, and the church 
was loaded on to it after some modi¬ 
fications were made, and the three- 
mile trip by w r ater. down the San 
Juan River to the port at the village, 
was made. 

Next morning the raft was 
pushed up the beach for unloading. 
A sand and gravel ramp was built 
for which all equipment was sup¬ 
plied by B.C. Forest Products who 
had also generously donated the 
land upon which the church was to 
stand. The entire village turned out 
to see the arrival of their church 
and the excitement was great. 

It was decided, with the use of 
company equipment, that it was pos¬ 
sible to lift the roof on by means of 
a line horse—a truck with a large 
winch and a short boom. This, how¬ 
ever, would lift it only part way and 
it had to go up about 40 feet. A boom 
stick was rigged up and they pre¬ 
pared to lift. When part way up the 
wire holding the boom stick parted 
and everything came down, the roof 
section completely demolished, one 
w-all damaged, and two men on the 
roof narrow-ly escaped serious inju¬ 
ry, though one suffered a badly cut 
leg. 

An emergency meeting was held 
at the office of B.C. Forest Products 
who said they w-ould supply all 
lumber necessary and rebuilding

Was it Demosthenes who in pre-Christian times aspired to become a great orator? 

And wasn't he the one who originally couldn't make himself heard, and whose voice 
when it was heard was no more than an unpleasant high-pitched pipe with-of all 
things-a lisp into the bargain! If I'm right, he conquered all these troubles by 
shouting at the sea, and declaiming through a mouthful of pebbles. As a result, he 
became one of the great orators of all time whose Phillipics are still read, and 
who also had a hand in shaping the destiny of ancient Greece. 

Daughters of Demosthenes 


Many centuries have 
passed since the time of 
Demosthenes the golden- 
tongued, yet I was re¬ 
minded of him recently 
under rather unusual cir¬ 
cumstances. Suddenly we 
are faced with another 
women's movement which 
bids fair to outdo even 
the Suffragette 'move¬ 
ment of the first years of 
this century. Women's 
Libbers, they call them¬ 
selves, and it doesn't 
seem much of a title to 
me. 

Everything they stand for would 
appear at first sight to be loud, vul¬ 
gar, blasphemous and altogether un¬ 
pleasant. 

Their shrill utterances and loose 
unintelligent language grates on the 
nerves. I say ‘unintelligent’ advised¬ 
ly, since they seem only capable of 
memorizing two or three catch 
phrases suoh as ‘male chauvinistic 
pig,' and that appears to be their 
sole outlet, other than burning their 
bras and refusing to shave their 
under arms! 

The whole thing makes one 
frightfully ashamed of being a 
woman. I really hate to admit 1 
belong to the same sex. But maybe 
they think of themselves as a sex 
apart. 

With all this in mind I set out 
recently to try to find one woman 
who is earnestly working for the bet¬ 
terment of womankind without being 
unpleasant about it. There must be 
hundreds of them around, but my 
good fortune led me to what I can 
only describe as a fairy-tale sort of 
gingerbread house in the woods be¬ 
side a lake, and the woman I found 
was Sybil McCullough. 

Sybil is what one might call an 
average woman, I think. She has 
always lived on the Island, and she 
has always worked. As a child she 
attended St. Christopher’s School 
and then St. Margaret’s, and she 
can still remember walking down 
Oak Bay Avenue to St. Christopher's 
School on Windsor. 

She^remembers, too, the great 
old houses with lots of woodwork, 
frescoes, turrets and decorations 
which were then a part of the Vic¬ 
toria scene. 

In particular she recalls the old 
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Slingsby house which once stood on 
the comer of Hampshire and Oak 
Bay Avenue, the home nowadays of 
a large shopping mart. She now re¬ 
lates that ancient house to the old 
captain's houses in New England 
since it, like them, had a balcony 
running around the top. 

Sybil s family had moved to Vic¬ 
toria just before she started school. 
Before that time, the family home 
had been up-Island, and Sybil and 
her brother and sister lived an out¬ 
door, carefpee life in which they 
learned to swim and row a boat 
almost as soon as they learned to 
walk. Thus they were early taught 
safety and a respect for the environ¬ 
ment and how to live with it. 

Looking back, she feels that in 
her youth she was never scared of 
anything except killer whales and 
up-Island Indian cattle. She re¬ 
members. however, the enormous 
amount of clothing that little girls 
visiting from Victoria seemed to 
have to shed before they could 
join her in a swim. 

Sybil McCullough has always 
worked, even during the years of 
her marriage she still held a job. 
She and her husband also built the 


heart that she was more fluent and 
concise in what she had to say. 
Later at a public meeting held in the 
old original Prospect Lake School, 
local residents won the day. and the 
plan was dropped. 

It was the turning point for Sybil, 
however. She now knew that she had 
to learn how to speak in public, and 
how to assemble her thoughts in 
good order. 

It was shortly after this that 
Sybil first heard about the Toast- 
mistress Club, and all she heard 
about it further convinced her that 
this was just what she had been 
looking for. At one time. Sybil tells 
me, she was secretary for no fewer 
than five organizations all at the 
same time, and the need to conserve 
and organize her time became of 
paramount importance. Anything, 
therefore, which would help her to 
learn how to do this was more than 
worth while looking into. 

International Toastmistress Clubs 
are American in origin and existed 
as early as 1929 when, with the en¬ 
couragement of Toastmasters, the 
first club got under weigh in Los An¬ 
geles. As time passed, other clubs of 
a like kind came into being. They 
were in no way linked with the male

house where she now lives on Pros¬ 
pect Lake. When she says built’ she 
means built' since she tells me they 
actively built most of it themselves. 
The result is a house of great charm 
whose living room ceiling reaches 
up to the roof. 

However, the spot where they 
built their house had actually been 
at one time a place of access for 
cattle using the lake as a drinking 
spot. Therefore, their house-building 
was not popular with some of the 
neighbors at the time. 

In living out in the country area, 
Sybil soon found herself very in¬ 
volved with a number of clubs and 
organizations.^ There were numerous 
meetings to attend, and often there 
were points of view she wished to 
put forward. However, when she 
stood up to speak she felt more than 
a little self-conscious and nervous, 
and did not at all know how best to 
express herself. 

More than once, she recalls, she 
lost a battle or failed to put her 
point over because of the inability to 
express her feelings, and the knowl¬ 
edge that her ideas were not coming 
out the way in which she wanted 
them. In fact she must have had a 
fellow feeling for Desmosthenes! 

The crisis came for Sybil when 
the government decided to rehabili¬ 
tate Prospect Lake by killing off all 
the native bass and cutthroat trout, 
and restocking the lake with rain¬ 
bow trout. Public feeling in the-area 
ran very high at this time, and once 
again Sybil wished with all her 


counterpart of Toastmasters. thougfT 
the distaff side had the interest and 
backing of their brothers. 

The moving light in their early 
formation was a woman by the 
name of Ernestine White of San 
Francisco who was responsible for 
uniting all groups into one parent or¬ 
ganization which made for clarifica¬ 
tion of objects, unification of proce¬ 
dures and promotion of interest in 
education. 

The aim of the organization is. 
Sybil tells me, to foster free and 
open discussion which shall be with¬ 
out bias on all subjects, whether po¬ 
litical, social, economic, racial or 
religious. The members pledge that 
they will give active thought to lead¬ 
ership training and speech improve¬ 
ment. hoping through better com¬ 
munication to achieve better under¬ 
standing throughout the world. Their 
motto is "to love their language and 
to use it with grace and facility." 

However, there is much more to 
this group than this, for these are 
women helping women. At their 
meetings they learn all about parlia¬ 
mentary procedures : how to address 
the Chair: how to think cogently: 
how to marshall their facts so that 
they are able to get down to the 
nitty-gritty right away. 

Toastmistress Clubs are for any 


woman who is unsure and hesitant. 
When a woman joins, I understand 
another, more experienced member 
helps her with her first efforts with 
speech making, and the membership 
at large assist by giving construc¬ 
tive criticism. 


An individual Toastmistress Club 
always has only a limited number of 
members since in this way, more at¬ 
tention may be given to the individu¬ 
al. Members come from all walks of 
life, and all — without exception — 
benefit from the training they get. 
Sybil tells me that she can personal¬ 
ly instance several business women 
in town who have benefited to the 
extent of receiving fast advance¬ 
ment at their chosen jobs. Not all. 
she feels, would have found this ad¬ 
vancement without the friendly help 
of a Toastmistress group behind 
them. 

Sybil has now been a member of 
Toastmistress for 12 years, and she 
feels it has absolutely revolutionized 
her life in that time. Through Toast¬ 
mistress she has found an ability to 
speak which she never before felt 
she had. Also, she says she is now- 
organized in a way she never was 
before. Her daily job comes more 
easily to her because of this, and 
her bosses, she says, are all in* favor 
of her affiliation with the group. 

At the present time, Sybil is a 
past regional supervisor of the Pa¬ 
cific North West Region. She has 
also held two committee chair¬ 
manships at the international level, 
when she was chairman of resolu¬ 
tions and chairman of speech 
contests. As shairman of the latter, 
she organized international speech 
contests. As chairman of the latter, 
tional North America, and an over¬ 
seas contest comprising Great Bri¬ 
tain, Japan, Australia, New Zea¬ 
land. Micronesia and Hawaii in 1970. 
All this was done in addition to her 
work at Dockyard. 

As regional supervisor, Sybil had 
to do a great deal of travelling in 
B.C., Alaska, and Northern Wash¬ 
ington, and so well organized was 
she that she managed to do all this 
during holidays and on weekends. 
Her job as supervisor was co-ordina¬ 
tion. and insuring that clubs and 
councils followed the training pro¬ 
grams laid down by head office. 

If she wasn’t fluent before, it is a 
safe bet that by the time she had 
done all this, she certainly knew 
more about the art of holding an au¬ 
dience than does many a man. 

With all this experience behind 
her plus a new confidence, Sybil 
went one step further. She started to 
think about the betterment of 
women, and of how this could be 
implemented. 

Sybil is not a Women’s Libber, 
per se., but she is keenly interested 
in certain phases of a woman’s lot. 
Her work brings her into contact 
with a lot of young women, many of 
whom are forced to earn a living 
and care for a child or children as 
well. As a supervisor at Dockyard, 
she has come across many girls 
whose husbands have deserted, and 
has found that they have little or no 
redress. 

Of course, these women can take 
the delinquent husband to court 
every month when he fails to pay 
for his children’s subsistence, but

this is both sordid and does nothing 
for a woman’s self esteem. Also, the 
husband is not always readily to be 
found. 

Welfare, Sybil finds, rarely pro¬ 
vides enough money for such 
women, and if they work they are at 
the mercy of babysitters who charge 
outrageously, and do not really care 
for their children. In fact these 
women are penalized for their hus¬ 
band’s delinquency. Sybil decided to 
do something about it! 

The ‘something’ she did was to 
discover S.W.A.G. In our present 
world of oddly initialed groups and 
movements. S.W.A.G. might, at first 
sight, appear to be just another one 
of these. However, this is far from 
the case. 

In September 1970. the Royal 
Commission whose purpose it was to 
examine the Status of Women in 
Canada, published the findings of 
that commission. It is a lengthy 
book and. in publishing, the commis¬ 
sioners seem to have covered every 
aspect of Canadian women very 
thoroughly. The trouble is. however, 
that the government, having spent 
an enormous amount of money, time 
and energy on the matter have 
since seemed to table the whole 
thing. 

Because of this. Interested 
women across the nation have begun 
to form groups to take over where 
the commission ended. The groups 
'all themselves by a variety of 
titles, and in Victoria they are 
known as Status of Women Action 
Group, or S.W.A.G. for short. This 
group wrote its constitution in Feb¬ 
ruary, 1972. and is now a very going 
concern. 

In order to combat the most cry¬ 
ing local needs, it already has set up 
a poverty group, a day-care centre, 
and » public life group, of which 
Sybil is now chairman. 

The overall purpose Is to make 
members aware of and familiar 
with the three levels of government, 
city or municipal, provincial, and 
federal. 

S.W.A.G. also aims to give 


the trouble to tell her that never had 
he spoken at a meeting which was 
better organized.

Sybil puts the above result down 
to the fact of her Toastmistress 
training which teaches women how 
to be better organized as well as to 
be good and concise speakers. It is, 
she feels, a training in proficiency 
and correlation of thought — and 
how many of us could do with that.

members an opportunity to meet 
candidates at various levels, and to 
discover if these candidates are 
aw are of the Status of Women Com¬ 
mission, and what, if anything, they 
are going to do about it.

As for the Women’s Libbers we 
hear so much about through the 
media, Sybil has no use for them. 
She feels that their basic bleat is 
something to do with having sexual 
control of their bodies.

If one wants to get to the top. one 
may, regardless of sex, and all 
fields of endeavor are now open to* 
w-omen. But all too often these same 
women tend to regard their jobs as 
an 'until’ occupation, and not as a 
lifetime career, Thus, at present, 
male employers cannot be blamed 
for doubting their capacity to stick 
with it 

Finally, women’s libbers might 
just. In Sybil’s opinion, learn the 
real meaning of chauvinism which, 
in the dictionary, is used to define 
somebody who is overly patriotic to 
his country. j 

Before anybody screams at me 
that there can be sexual chauvinists 
as well, I will end by suggesting that 
those who think women are a force 
to be discounted should take the op¬ 
portunity of meeting Sybil McCul¬ 
lough who presents her facts quietly, 
reasonably, and in a way calculated 
to make one once more proud oC t 
being a woman.

CRANBERRY CUES . . . 

Once you start experimenting with all the possibilities for using cranberries, you will 
soon realize that you can use them in lots more ways than just to make the Christmas tur¬ 
key taste better. 

Put a few cranberries in your pancake batter, chap them or leave them whole. Serve 
with blitter and maple syrnp. 

Pour a cupful of whole berries around the pot roast for last 10 minutes of cooking. 

Make a cranberry glaze for baked ham ... in a saucepan combine 1 cup sugar, 2 tsp. 
dry mustard, >4 cop water, 2 cups cranberries and >4 cup red wine. Simmer until berries 
are tender. Spread glaze over scorred ham and return to oven for last 30 minutes of bak¬ 
ing.

undrained crushed pineapple, 2 cups cranberries, 
1 small orange quartered and seeded, 1 cup cel¬ 
ery thinly sliced on the bias and \% cup chopped 
walnuts or pecans. Dissolve the 2 gelatines and 
the sugar in the 3 cups boiling water. Be sure all 
the crystals are dissolved, add lemon juice and 
the undrained pineapple. Chill until partially set 
Put cranberries and the orange through the food 
grinder. Fold into gelatine along with the celery 
and nuts. Pour into an 8!i cup mold. Chill until 
firm. Unmold on salad greens. If you use a ring 
mold fill the centre with white grapes and cran¬ 
berry crystals.

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As governor of British Columbia, James Douglas realized from the start that the 
new discoveries of gold and subsequent influx of miners bound for the Cariboo 
meant that the, interior of the colony would have to be opened by road; to date, 
the colony's most ambitious undertaking. Thus, he assigned Col. Richard Clement 
Moody and his Royal Engineers the back-breaking duty of carving a lifeline 
to the gold fields - the great Cariboo Road. 

DOUGLAS WON FIGHT 
FOR CARIBOO ROAD

This historic decision had been 
made after a personal inspection 
tour, by horseback, of the dig¬ 
gings, the frantic scenes of indus¬ 
try and the fortunes being un¬ 
earthed daily firming his resolve 
that such a highway must be con¬ 
structed, despite the obstacles ob¬ 
vious to both engineer and layman. 

Victoria historian Derek Petbick has rightly 
termed Douglas’ decision to build the Cariboo 
Road with limited resources and manpower as 
being more ‘'difficult, daring and ambitious than 
any he had so far attempted in his long career.” 

To follow the Fraser Valley, cross the Thomp¬ 
son River and wend its way northward to Cari¬ 
boo. the “great thoroughfares." as Douglas de¬ 
scribed them, would tax the colonial treasury to 
the hilt. 

It is most revealing of Douglas’ character 
that he placed the greatest difficulty upon the fi¬ 
nancing of such an ambitious undertaking, never 
once, apparently, being daunted by the natural 
obstacles to be overcome. His optimism can also 
be taken as a measure of his confidence in 
Moody’s engineers. 

"I have in these circumstances." Douglas in¬ 
formed the colonial secretary in the fall of 1861, 
“come to the resolution of meeting the contin¬ 
gency. and raising the necessary funds, by effect¬ 
ing a loan of £15.000 or £20.000 in this country, 
which will probably be a sufficient sum to meet 
the demands upon the treasury on account of 
these works, until I receive the loan which your 
Grace gave me hopes of effecting for the colony 
ol England." 

Included in this important dispatch was an 
apology for his having assumed such authority 
and a plea that London continue to trust in his 
judgment. And with his superiors’ eventual con¬ 
sent the great adventure was underway. In fact, 
so impressed was the colonial office with the 
reports of gold being taken out of Cariboo, and 
with Douglas’ plan to construct a toll road, that it 
granted the colony a loan of no less than £50.000, 
more than double the maximum amount Douglas 
had originally dared hope for. (Perhaps this had 
been the result of some deviousness on the part of 
I •uglas. who had revised his initial estimates up¬ 
ward as high as £100,000; the old gambit of ask¬ 
ing for far more than desired, so as to allow for 
official austerity). 

Whatever, initial financing arranged, Douglas 
turned the project over to the capable direction of ' 
Col. Richard Moody (who. during this period, had 
added to his duties by accepting an appointment 
to the executive council). 

Not until spring of 1862 was construction able 
to begin, due to a long and bitter winter, but, that 
April, Douglas was able to report to London that 
the first contracts had been let for “two separate 
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Remarkable Alexandra suspension bridge at Spuzzum . . . crowning jewel of the great Cariboo Road. 


lines of carriage roads intersecting the best farm¬ 
ing districts in the Colony.” 

It Is interesting to note, now that It was Doug¬ 
las who began toying with prophecy, not Moody, 
the governor giving serious thought to the not-so- 
distant time when his road (as yet unstarted) 
would link the outpost of British Columbia with 
w hat is now Saskatchewan — and eastward! 

This time, it remained for Moody to take the 
task in hand and leave dreams of the future for 
the day when the Cariboo Road was finished — If 
indeed it ever would be. 

Once begun, much of the w-ork progressed at 
a brisk pace, private contractor Tom Spence 
completing his part of the contract, the link be¬ 
tween Boston Bar and Lytton, in just six months. 
To the Royal Engineers, however, fell the more 
challenging stretches between Yale and Boston 
Bar, and along the Thompson River. 

Other stretches of road were soon completed 
by contractors, among whom w-as a future lieu¬ 
tenant-governor. Joseph W. Trutch. In Trutch’s 
case, part of his payment w r as in the form of tolls 
which he was permitted to charge travellers 
using that stretch of roadway which he built, for 
five years. 

A year after construction began, Yale and 
Lytton were linked by roadway, but for a gap 
formed by the Fraser River at Spuzzum, which 
would require a bridge — one of the more daunt¬ 
ing of the challenges facing Col. Moody. 

Upon completion, the Alexandra suspension 
bridge was deservedly hailed as an engineering 
masterpiece. Built by a syndicate headed by 
Trutch, the 300-foot-long span w-as, perhaps,, the 
crowning jewel of Douglas’ heroic stewardship 
until this time. 

Further sections of the Cariboo Road, despite 
financial reverses experienced by contractors, 
were completed more or less on schedule. With 


the Royal Engineers, these enterprising contrac¬ 
tors deserve credit for their temerity in challeng¬ 
ing mountain, river and canyon with blasting 
powder, pick and shovel — not to mention deter¬ 
mination. For all of Gov. Douglas’ faith in the fu¬ 
ture and his iron resolve, he could not wish the 
great roadway into existence. It remained for 
Col. Moody, his engineers and the likes of G. B. 
Wright, A. C. Andersor.. Joseph Trutch. Edward 
Dewdney, Walter Moberly and others to make the 
Cariboo Road a reality. 

It had been Moberly (who would win increas¬ 
ing fame as engineer and explorer) who had 
suggested that Moody take advantage of the old 
Indian trails through the canyons between Yale 
and Alexandria, to which the colonel had agreed 
and had persuaded Douglas of the route’s feasibil¬ 
ity. 

A Capt. Barret-Lennard, RE. described one 
troublesome. 28-mile stretch of highway, between 
Douglas and Little Lillooet Lake: “This road lay 
through a wild, rocky district. On the left flowed 
the Harrison, sometimes broad and shallow, 
brawling over stones; sometimes deep and nar¬ 
row^. rushing through a gorge.” 

In the autumn of 1862, Gov. Douglas under¬ 
took an inspection tour of the road, reporting to 
London that he was delighted with its progress, 
and that the quality of the roadbed had exceeded 
his every expectation — not to overlook the fact 
that those finished sections of highway already 
were enjoying heavy usage and paying a healthy 
return in tolls. Of greater importance was the 
fact that the new road meant that British Colum¬ 
bia’s once-isolated interior was now- opening daily 
to further development and settlement. 

Ironically, while Moody’s engineers and the 
contractors had overcome one natural obstacle 
after another, Douglas had had his nands full in 
literally juggling the books, the colony suddenly 
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finding itself somewhat embarrassed for ready 
cash when the colonial office abruptly informed 
him that, henceforth, B.C. would have to share 
the royal engineers’ expenses equally with Lon¬ 
don. Consequently, Douglas had completed the 
enormous task on a very restricted budget. Sadly, 
however, this drastic change in fiscal policy 
meant near-ruin for several of the contractors, 
including Moberly. 

It was this sudden switch of events which cul¬ 
minated Douglas’ affection for the engineers (his 
friendship with Moody having been on the wane 
for some time), the governor deciding that, if 
B.C. now had to foot half the bill, it should be 
receiving greater return for its investment. 

He had come to this conclusion after asking 
Moody for a breakdown on the engineers’ ex¬ 
penses: a request which Moody, perhaps feeling 
it to be privileged and the business only of the co¬ 
lonial office, had refused to obey. 

Thus rebuffed, Douglas made an educated 
guess — placing the engineers in the red — and 
reported his conclusions to the colonial secretary. 

However, he soon changed his tune when Lon¬ 
don authorized him to float a bond issue to raise 
further capital for his cherished Cariboo Road. 
Once again revitalized by the new flow of funds, 
the project picked up steam, Col. Moody and his 
men proving of value in blasting their way- 
through the tougher stretches remaining. Ironi¬ 
cally, the obstacles which the engineers faced 
daily in the inhospitable Cariboo were little more 
harrowing than those experienced by a belea¬ 
guered Gov. Douglas in Victoria who continued to 
battle the “absentee landlord” reasoning of 
London, the colonial office repeatedly displaying 
its ignorance of the herculean task facing the 
colony. 

At times the tone of his dispatches to London 
approached bitterness as he attempted to draw a 
vivid word-picture of the need for a highway to 
open up the mines which continued to produce 
undreamed-of wealth from the ground: . . If I 

have not sufficiently explained the unprecedented 
circumstances of the colony — the distance of the 
gold fields from the port of entry, the impracti¬ 
cable character of the country, the famine prices 
of provisions at the mines, checking industry, 
killing enterprise, retarding immigration, and if I 
have not represented in fully strong terms the im- 
/ perative necessity for the salvation of the country 
at any cost to establish communication with the 
mines, then indeed I have signally failed tn my 
endeavor,” he penned. 

But if Douglas had seemed to lose heart at 
times, he never once considered surrender, and. 
by 1863, he knew that he had won. Steadily the 
work progressed, the Cariboo Road extending 
ever northward. In fact, Douglas undoubtedly- 
reported to London with some conceit, It was now- 
possible to travel (coach and steamer having 
replaced Indian and game trail and canoe), be¬ 
tween New Westminster and Alexandria in a re¬ 
markable eight days. Although miles of roadway 
remained to be completeed, the great gamble had 
been won. 

With this mammoth undertaking almost ac¬ 
complished, the work of the Royal Engineers in 
B.C. was ended. Those officers and men who did 
not return to Britain took their discharges in B.C. 
and settled down. 

One of those who chose to return to England 
was Co). Moody, who sailed with his family from 
the Royal City that November, never to return. 
Behind him were numerous accomplishments, in¬ 
cluding the designing of New Westminster's first 
schools and churches, the city itself, its first ob¬ 
servatory, building society, library and printing 
office, and, in Victoria, his founding of the provin¬ 
cial YMCA. A quarter of a century after, he died: 
coincidentally, about the time that the railway 
spelled obsolescence for the miles of road he had 
labored so hard to cut through the wilderness, 
half a world distant. 

Twenty-three years before, upon his being 
recalled to England, Col. Moody has promised 
that he would return to B.C. to retire. But, as he 
wrote a friend some seven years after, finances 
did not permit his emigrating to the colony he 
loved. 

Wrote Moody: “We have 11 children — we 
certainly ought to settle in the Colony of B.C., and 
it is not impossible that at some future day we 
may do so. But it would be impudent until our 
income be increased, as no one knows better than 
myself ( that) to hope to make money in a colony 
or to add to one’s income out there would be- a 
sort of moon-struck madness. You know we like

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the colonies, and we all have an especial affection 
for British Columbia and the kind folk there. 

"What .jolly times we would have if I were 
living In B.C. as a country gentleman. I can t 
conceive any life happier.” 

This seems to be a strange decision for the 
man who had, in the service of his country, 
battled insurmountable odds, and a man who had 
seen thousands of others carve a comfortable life 
from wilderness. Whatever, it was made irrevo¬ 
cable with his death in Bournemouth, in 1887. at 
the rank of major-general. 

In May of 1964—a full century after Col. Rich¬ 
ard Clement Moody’s Royal Engineers withdrew 
from the task of opening up British Columbia's 
hinterland to development — the Fraser Canyon 
section of the Trans-Canada Highway was com¬ 
pleted, ending the remarkable adventure begun 
by Gov. James Douglas and his remarkable “first 
lieutenant,” so long before. 

In 1863, editor and future premier John Rob¬ 
son praised the hundreds who had labored so long 
and hard: “Some of their work,” he said, “will 
stand as long as the everlasting rocks, and en¬ 
during monument of engineering skill and patient 
toil.”

CANADA SHOULD SWAP 
SOUTH VANCOUVER ISLAND 
FOR SAN JUAN GROUP

There were, in The Colonist, in November of 1872, 
these items: 

"Son Juan Island — the settlers on San Juan Island 
are preparing for a grand jubilee when the island is 
handed over to the Americans. 

"Among other things, an ox will be roasted whole 
— no reflection, of course, upon John Bull." 


“The evacuation of San Juan Is¬ 
land—HMS Scout and HMS Petrel 
have arrived at Esquimalt from San 
Juan Island, having on board Capt. 
Delacombe and family, Lieut. Sturt 
and family, and the men lately com¬ 
prising the British garrison of San 
Juan Island, and all the guns, am¬ 
munition and stores connected with 
that establishment. 

“The British barracks and com¬ 
mandant's residence were handed 
over to the American forces. Lieut. 
Epstein, U.S.A., taking possession in 
the name of the United States. 

“The flagship, from which the 
British ensign had floated for 13 
years, was cut down, a portion di¬ 
vided among the men, and a long 
piece brought around to the Dock¬ 
yard as a souvenir.” 

(Wonder whatever happened to it 
—chopped down and burned long 
ago, I guess.) 

“TTie evacuation was conducted 
in a most orderly manner.” 

“The altered relations with San 
Juan Island ... the Customs . . . 

“The final evacuation of San 
Juan Island and its transfer'to-the 
American flag have dealt a death 
blow to the profitable trade that has 
been for long enjoyed by Victorians. 

“Even the little trading sloops 
which have plied industriously be¬ 
tween the island and this port for 
many years past, taking and bring¬ 
ing goocte and produce without let or 
hindrance from custom officers on 
either side, must now- take a long 
detour, in going or coming, to enter 
and clear at Port Townsend before 
touching at the lately neutral 
ground, and duties will be exacted 
at both Port Townsend and Victoria. 

“The new customs law has now 
been applied, for the first time, at 
this port, in the case of a number of 
beeves which were brought over 
here by a schooner from the is¬ 
land.” 

And that was that—Victorians at 
last realized that Britain had lost 
San Juan IslaUd-^to the United 
States. 

For years the two countries had 
argued about the real meaning of 
the 1846 Oregon Treaty setting out 
the boundary, through the Gulf Is¬ 
lands, between the Crown Colony of 
British Columbia and the Territory 
of Washington. 

Kaiser William I of Germany, 

• called in to arbitrate, ruled the Unit¬ 
ed States owned San Juan and the 
neighboring islands of Orcas and 
Lopez, and some smaller ones. 
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So it is that today, from the Oak 
Bay shoreline, we can almost reach 
out and touch the Stars and Stripes 
flying on beautiful San Juan, which, 
in certain atmospheric conditions, 
can easily be mistaken for part of 
this island. 

Our own Gulf Islands would be 
much more valuable if only San 
Juan, Orcas and Lopez were part of 
them. 

I often think Canada and the 
United States should do a little sim¬ 
ple swapping—let Canada have San 
Juan, Orcas and Lopez, and let the 
United States have Vancouver Is¬ 
land south of the 49th parallel, at 
Ladysmith. 

A fair exchange, you know', Is 
said to be no robbery. 

Then Vancouver could become 
the capital of British Columbia, 
something people over there have 
long wanted. 

Our legislative buildings could be 
turned into a home for the elderly. 

British Columbia, 100 years ago. 
was shocked by the loss of San 
Juan. 

They had been sure Britain would 
get the island, for. after all. was not 
the Kaiser's daughter-in-law the 
Princess Royal, eldest child of 
Queen Victoria? That fact should 
have carried some weight! 

British Columbia newspapers 
were strangely silent about the 
Kaiser's award, not wanting, I sup- 
l»ose, to rub salt into the wound. 

In Victoria, particularly, was 
there humiliation! Face had been 
lost! There would be no living with 
those smug Yankees! 

Governor James Douglas seems 
w illing to have risked war over San 
Juan, but his hand w-as stayed, ac¬ 
cording to the memoirs of his son-in- 
law, Dr. John Sesbastian Helmcken, 
who wrote: 

“I know there would have been a 
collision had Governor Douglas had 
his way—fortunately, or unfortu¬ 
nately, a new British admiral ar¬ 
rived, so he superseded the authori¬ 
ty of the Governor—and he would 
not embroil the nations in war— 
there must be no bloodshed as far as 
he was concerned. 

“Governor Douglas was no little 
chagrined at this . . . 

“There is no doubt there was a 
great deal of bullying on the part of 
the Americans . . . 

“One hardly understands how It 
has come about that the Americans, 
brave and bold as they are, should 
always resort to bullying. 

“The United States will be a very 
aggressive nation someday.”

James, mourned San Juan's loss in 
a letter to his daughter Martha: 

“We have just heard that the San 
Juan question has been decided 
against England, and we have lost 
the island. 

“I cannot help thinking that our 
case has not been fully or clearly 
represented to the Emperor of Ger¬ 
many, or he could not have arrived 
at so unjust a decision, which is so 
utterly at variance with the rights of 
the relative parties. 

“Well, there is no help for it now. 
We have lost the stakes, and must 
just tak^ it easy.” 

The Victoria Standard wailed 
a bit: 

“The settlement will work to the 
great detriment and disadvantage of 
Canada.” 

In far-away London, The Morning 
Post said: 

“In the event of war between 
Great Britain and the United States, 
British interests in the North Pacific 
w'ould be seriously jeopardized by 
the fact of San Juan Island being in 
possession of the Americans, unless 
precautions are in the meantime 
taken for preserving British military 
and naval power on the Pacific 
coast of North America. 

“Vancouver Island and British 
Columbia must be protected in a 
thorough and effectual manner. 

“We owe it to Canada, as well as 
to ourselves, to retrieve the mischief 
that has been wrought by our blun¬ 
dering diplomacy. 

“We have to close the Strait of 
Fuca, in order to hold San Juan 
Island within our teeth -to the end 
that our ships may keep their com¬ 
mand of those waters. 

“In this way the damage done to 
us by the Kaiser’s award could be 
reduced to a minimum.” 

The London Morning Post, said 
thg. Victoria Standard, was talking 
nothing but a pack of nonsense: 

“It is doubtful if there is a man 
now living who will see the day that 
these two great Anglo-Saxon nations 
will wage war with each other. 

“Their policy is peace; the only 
field upon which they are really li¬ 
kely to contend with each other is 
that for the spread of civilization 
and extension of commerce, and dif¬ 
fusion of knowledge, and the moral 
and spiritual elevation of the human 
race throughout the world. 

“Their mission is to be co- 
workers together for the good of 
mankind. 

“Speaking the same language, 
governed by kindred laws, bound to 
each other by a common origin, in¬ 
heritors of the same faith, related to 
each other by inseparable ties, it 
were idle folly to speculate upon the 
value of a speck of territory like 
San Juan Island to either one 
country or the other as a point of 
strategic importance in the event 


of war between England and 
America. 

“No such contingency is ever li¬ 
kely' to arise, and hence the impor¬ 
tance of this island to either country 
is scarcely worthy of consider¬ 
ation.” 

The Portland Bulletin irritated 
British Columbians with this: 

“Kaiser William’s head is level— 
and all our people think all the more 
of him for his very just decision of 
this long and very vexed question 
between Johnny Bull and Uncle 
Sam. 

“San Juan is ours!” 

The Olympia Tribune crowed: 

“By the Kaiser’s decision the 
United States acquires not only the 
island of San Juan, but the group of 
islands just east of the coast of Vic¬ 
toria, the proud and very British, 
but sometimes backward capital of 
British Columbia. 

“Those lovely islands, gems In 
our inland seas, lie between the 
Canal de Haro and Rosario Straits. 

“Whatcom thus becomes one of 
the most populous, wealthy and im-

portant counties in the entire Ter¬ 
ritory of Washington, which we hope 
will someday be a proud state of her 
proud Union.” 

The London Times was digni¬ 
fied: 

‘‘The ghost of the San Juan 
boundary question, having been laid 
by the Berlin award, it may be 
argued with some apparent reason 
that it should be allowed peacefully 
to rest. 

"In Vancouver Island and the 
rest of British Columbia, there will 
be a widespread feeling of sorrow 
and disappointment, perhaps too 
deep and earnest to find expression. 

"In the Dominion of Canada, gen¬ 
erally, the decision will be received 
with scarcely less surprise and re¬ 
gret; and here at home there must 
be a universal sense of humiliation, 
even though few have thorough 
knowledge of the question, and its 
probable consequences. 

"If this award is a just and right¬ 
eous one, our prestige and our na¬ 
tional honor have ..suffered a severe 
blow." 


The American newspapers took 
no pains to hide their jubilation at 
Uncle Sam's bloodless victory. 

The New York Herald said: "The 
American people have no passion 
for conquest or annexation. 

"Our terriroty is large enough for 
the present, and we are able to 
abide the time when our neighbors 
of other nationalities will come to us 
of their own volition. 

"We are in no hurry to grasp the 
North American [>ossessions of 
Great Britain. 

"The hour will surely come 
when, on the decay of the parent, 
the limbs will drop off without vio¬ 
lence, and we can gather them and 
protect them at our will. 

"We are anxious to live in peace 
and good fellowship with all men, 
for in peace is our strength and the 
certain fulfillment of our Manifest 
Destiny, but when we find a nation 
whose presence on our soil is an of¬ 
fence to Republicanism, seeking 
every occasion to embroil us in con¬ 
troversies and to encroach cm our 
rights, we will act forthwith as we 


see fit. 

"We trust to witness from this 
time forth such a firm tone in the 
foreign i»olicy of our Administration 
as will prove to England and the 
rest of the world that this is not 
mere bluster, but an earnest deter¬ 
mination of a strong and resolute 
people.” 

To all of which Victorians said, in 
effect: Pious tommyrot, and vulgar 
belligerence.” 

The New York Tribune said: 

"It was in the late 1830s that the 
British attempted to establish a 
claim to the island of San Juan. 

"This attempt, it is well known, 
came very near dragging the two 
countries into hostilities, but. by the 
discretion and good sense of the 
commanding officers on both sides, 
that calamitous issue was averted 
and a joint occupation decided ui>on, 
pending the settlement of the dis¬ 
pute. 

"The discussion has lasted, some¬ 
times active, and at other times lan¬ 
guid, without any prosj>ect of end¬ 
ing.

"Our government considered our 
case too clear to admit of any com¬ 
promise, and the English govern¬ 
ment did not seem to recede grace¬ 
fully from the position it had as¬ 
sumed with sueh energy and posi- 
tiveness. 

"The island of San Juan, of 
which we gain undisturbed posses¬ 
sion by the German emperor’s deci¬ 
sion, is about 14 miles in length and 
about seven miles wide. 

"It has fertile soil and valuable 
quarries. 

"With it. the smaller islands of 
Lopez and Orcas, come under our 
flag. 

"Sooner or later, no one doubts, 
we shall have ihe whole coast. 

"For the present, we want no 
more than honestly belongs to us, 
and the award of the German Em¬ 
peror extinguishes the last particle 
of foreign claim to our real estate in 
the North West.” 

Huh. snorted British Columbians 
a century ago we shall see if those 
American braggards will have the 
whole coast! 


Beach Spawning Capelin

September and October are the months to go night 
fishing with only the aid of a flashlight and a bucket 
along a few sandy beaches bordering the Strait of 
Georgia. What is more, no fishing rods, fancy or elabo¬ 
rate lures, or any other specialized type of fishing gear 
is needed to catch these fish. Only the skill of one's 
hands is required to pick up these fish as they flop about 
on the sandy beaches. 


During the latter part of Sej>- 
tember and early October these 
small silvery fish about six inches 
long, known as Capelin (pronounced 
"cape-lin”), leave their aquatic 
habitat completely for a short 
time to lay their eggs in the moist 
sand above the tide line. 

To the ichthyologist and those in¬ 
terested in scientific names, the ca¬ 
pelin has been labelled Mallotus vll* 
loans. It is one of six different kinds 
or species of smelts belonging to the 
family Osmeridae that occur in the 
coastal waters of British Columbia. 
The capelin is on Arctic species 
commonly found in the Arctic seas 
off the mainland of Russia, Alaska. 
Canada, the southern tip of Green¬ 
land. Iceland, the Faeros and Spits¬ 
bergen. It reaches its southern limit 
in the Juan de Fuca Strait in the 
eastern Pacific and off Korea in the 
western Pacific. In the Atlantic the 
capelin is abundant off Norway and 
the coasts of Labrador, New¬ 
foundland and Maine. 

In the Strait of Georgia this 
slender fish with bright silvery’ sides 
and belly makes its annual appear¬ 
ance at spawning time in Smelt Bay 
on Cortes Island, on the beaches at 
I^antzville near Blunden Point, at 
Hammond Bay and Departure Bay- 
near Nanaimo, in Ladysmith harbor 
and the north shore of Burrard 
Inlet. Its most southerly record of 
distribution is reported from Ben- 
tinck Island off Peddcr Bay near 
Victoria. 

For most of the year the capelin 
lives in the open waters but their 
distribution and number off the 
coast of British Columbia remains 
somewhat of a mystery until spawn¬ 
ing time in the early fall months 


w hen shoals apj ear near the shore 
of selected beaches co\ ered with 
coarse sand. 

The best "smelt” runs seem to 
occur during the period of interme¬ 
diate tides in the latter part of Sep¬ 
tember and early in October, but 
timing of this annual spawning 
ritual is not always predictable. 
Spawning commencs at night 
about half an hour after high tide 
and ceases when the tide is about 
half to two thirds^down. Maturation 
or ripening of the efcgs is mysteri¬ 
ously adjusted to coincide with these 
series of tides. 

On the night of a capelin run the 
first few fish may be seen breaking 
the surface near the water’s edge 
along the beach. When crests of 
small waves break along the beach 
their activity is more pronounced. 
As a few ca[>elin are caught up by 
the waves, they may be seen swim¬ 
ming in the wash of the wave, then 
darting back toward deeper water 
as the wave recedes. If one watches 
closely as high tide approaches, or 
shortly after, one will see that the 
capelin swim in with a small wave 
and continue farther up the beach as 
the wave recedes. Here they remain 
for a few moments, flopping and 
wriggling about on the beach in 
what seems a most peculiar man¬ 
ner. 

It is during this period when the 
fish are out of the water that the en¬ 
tire spawning act takes place. It is 
also the period when fishing com¬ 
mences, for now the number of fish 
one can place in a bucket depends 
on footwork, speed, agility, alertness 
and a firm grip to pick up the very 
slippery capelin as they slither 
about the beach between one’s feet. 


The use of a garden rake or dip 
net will increase the size of the 
catch substantially but it is far more 
exciting and rewarding to test the 
fishing skill of one's bare hands. 

After all, there Is a limited 
number of these very rich and deli¬ 
cious cafielin that one can cook in a 
frying pan. 

For those who are squeamish 
about trying to pick up these small 
silvery fish, a rewarding sight is in 
store for those who watch carefully 
as the short lived spawning activity 
unfolds before one's eyes. 

The more active males may be 
noticed scurrying in the wet sand 
seeking a mate. When a male does 
come alongside a female they both 
swim vigorously side by side up the 
beach as far as |>ossib]e. taking ad¬ 
vantage of the momentum of any 
wave action. As the wave recedes 
they settle in one sjiot. scoop out a 
slight holknv in the soft sand by the 
vigorous, rapid action of their fins 
and tails. 

Quite often a second male will at¬ 
tach itself to the free side of the 
female and together the three fish 
will scurry up the beach. The eggs 
are shed and buried in this semifluid 
j>ocket of sand while the male dis¬ 
charges milt onto the sand alongside 
the female. As the milt flows along 
the side of the female and over the 
eggs, fertilization of the eggs re¬ 
sults. 

Without any delay the j>air sepa¬ 
rate and wriggle furiously in an at¬ 
tempt to reach the water. By this 
time another small wave has rolled 
up the beach to assist their struggle 
seaward. From the time the capelin 
first leaves the water until they re¬ 
turn. the whole process of egg lay¬ 
ing takes place in less than 30 sec¬ 
onds. On a typical night the run may 
last one to two hours but the loca¬ 
tion on the beach varies at any time. 

The sexes differ considerably In 
appearance, especially at spawning 
time, with the breeding males char¬ 
acterized by a distinct ridge along 
the lateral line. It is formed by an 
elongation of the posterior edge of 
the scales in th« region which gives 
the males an appearance of being 
almost diamond shaped in cross sec¬ 
tion. This ridge helps form a pocket 
on which the female can be held 
during spawning. 

The males may outnumber the 


females about 10 to one along the 
beach, but their sex ratio is general¬ 
ly erratic. The enlarged anal or ven¬ 
tral fins assists the male in his vig¬ 
orous motions to seek a mate on the 
beach. The large pectoral and pelvic 
fins with tubercles help to attach the 
male to the female as the fins curl 
up to grip the body of the female. 

The eggs are very adhesive and 
become firmly cemented to the 
sharp corners and edges of the 
coarse sand. As most spawning 
takes place on a falling tide near the 
water's edge, the eggs may be 
buried to a depth of about six 
inches by the action of the waves 
and tide. The eggs are thus protect¬ 
ed from shorebirds until they hatch 
in 15 to 20 days. A newly hatched 
capelin larva with its yolk sac at¬ 
tached is a slender transparent liitle 
fish about *«4 of an inch long. 

From the time these larvae 
emerge into the intertidal waters, 
wend their way seaward partly at 
the mercy of the tides and currents, 
until they return about three years 
later, very little Is known of their 
journey at sea. Six months after 
hatching, a few semi-transparent ju¬ 
venile capelin about two inches long 
have been caught in townets during 
April off Ca|>e I^zo and Cape 
Mudge in the northern Strait of 
Georgia, off Grief Point near Powell 
River and off Porlier Pass and Ac¬ 
tive Pass in the lower Strait of Geor¬ 
gia. 

Because of the very brief time 
the ca|ielin spends on the beach at 
night, its irregular occurrence in 
rather small numbers, and the fact 
that the southern limit of its dis¬ 
tribution in the eastern Pacific is in 
waters off British Columbia, all 
make the capelin appear relatively 
scarce. However, it may well ap¬ 
pear on other beaches at this time of 
the year for the wonderment and ex¬ 
citement of those |>eople curious 
enough to explore other sandy 
beaches on a dull, misty evening 
just after high tide. 

On a moonlight night one may be 
fortunate enough to see a multitude 
of rippling, silvery flashes of shim¬ 
merging capelin as they slither and 
wriggle in the moist sand in a won¬ 
drous annual event to perpetuate 
their own species.

Interpreted by Master Storyteller

Africa is the new Balkans. Fragmented, its leaders 


drunk with power and vying with one another to win the 
most popular acclaim, it is the veritable seed-bed of 
anarchy. 

,Africa's elite class, with some notable exceptions, 
cAj/men of two worlds with one foot in the mythical 
and magical past and the other in the complex, and 
half understood technological present. 


The giant leap from centuries-old 
primitive beliefs, beliefs hardly wea¬ 
kened by colonial domination and 
exploitation, to the pseudo trappings 
of politics, diplomacy, and economic 
juggling of an independent state, has 
' been made in little more than a gen- 
eration and with foreseeable disas¬ 
trous results. 

The irresponsible behavior of 


Uganda's President Idi Amin can 
only be understood in this context. 
The expulsion of foreigners who. by 
their intelligence, training and in¬ 
dustry constitute a financial threat 
to the indigenous peoples, makes no 
sense to us but is perfectly logical to 
the African. 

In other words. Western stan¬ 
dards and conduct cannot, and

should not, be applied to black Afri¬ 
can states any more than to China 
and most of the Middle and Far 
Fast. To resist outside influences 
unites a population, but when Afri¬ 
can leaders impose alien conduct to 
bolster their own positions such a 
paliative can do nothing to still see¬ 
thing discontent. 

The problem may one day be 
solved and, the pen still being 
mightier than the sword, the solu¬ 
tion, as usual, will hopefully come 
through literature. 

Some black African novelists, no¬ 
tably Nigerians, are beginning to 
have an impact, but we in the West 
are still reliant on interpreters with 
white skins and of these the best 
known are Alan Paton and Laurens 
van der Post. 

Paton (Cry. tin* Beloved Country) 
is now a spent force, and anyway

Since the days of Mark 
Twain, stories of steam 
boats and river life have 
been synonymous with ro¬ 
mance and adventure.

The book is written in a dry. mat¬ 
ter-of-fact. catalogue way. no doubt 
the result of much dedicated re¬ 
search. But the dedicated research 
does not guarantee an interesting

story. As a book to be read for 
pleasure, it offers as much warmth 
and satisfaction to the reader, as 
cuddling a skeleton would give to an 
affectionate male. 

The book jacket does try to drum 
up possible interest by remarking 
"the story .»f Steamboat* on the Sas¬ 
katchewan is one of men and lx»ats 
pitted against the perversity of a 
shallow river." and mentions the 
Riel Rebellion of 1885 and the fight 
at Batoche where the steamer 
Northcote operated as a gunboat. 

There are a few other items scat¬ 
tered throughout the pages of the 
book, such as "also aboard was sti¬ 
pendiary magistrate Cblonel Rich¬ 
ardson going to Fort Saskatchewan 
police barracks to try a case of can¬ 
nibalism . by an Indian accused of 
eating his wife and children during 
the previous hard winter." I feel 
that continuing thi« case to its ul¬ 
timate end would gTv>*. the book 
m *re fire and flavor and human re¬ 
alism ^ 

Bur such interesting items ar<* 
few among the story's pages After 
finishing the book, one gets the 
same feeling of dissatisfaction as a 
customer would in buying a currant 


loaf at a bakery, only to find that 
there were only four or five currants 
in the whole loaf. 

I'm sure the author put a lot of 
effort into writing the book. That is 
the l*est I can say for it.

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his thrust was ill-direcled He dwelt 
on injustice epitomised by the 
apartheid laws of South Africa. He 
claimed equal opportunity for all 
races, but the opportunity he had in 
mind was the Western variety and 
the wisdom of that is highly deba- 
teable. 

Laurens van der Post has always 
taken a different tack. His deep 
understanding and appreciation of 
African culture imparts a strong 
sense of African values to his writ¬ 
ing. Avoiding Paton's justifiable but 
fruitless anger and political motiva¬ 
tion, Van der Post's sensitive and 
muted interpretation has more po¬ 
tent appeal. 

Laurens van der Post's latest 
novel. A Story like the Wind, is not 
only a masterpiece of the almost 
forgotten storyteller's art. it is prob¬ 
ably the nearest any white man has 
ever come to an understanding of 
African behavior and thought 
process. 

The central character is a bov 
whose relationship with Africa is 
similar to Kipling’s Kim with the 
ancient world of India. 

Francois Joubert. whose Hugenot 
ancestors settled in Africa 300 years 
ago lives as a solitary child on his 
father's remote farm. The most im¬ 
portant influences of his life have 
been his nurse, a woman of the 
almost vanished Bushman race: 
'Bamuthi, a primitive aristocrat and 
chief of a Matabele tribe; and Mo- 
pani Theron. a legendary hunter 
who is the founder of a vast game 
reserve. 

These singular influences and cir¬ 
cumstances result in Francois' 
imagination and awareness of the 
world being heightened to an almost 
extrasensory degree. 

This becomes evident when be 
meets Xhabbo. a little Bushman, 
w ho teaches the white boy how des- 
I»erately the liv ing spirit of everyone 
needs "a story",for its survival and 
renewal. ("The story." the Bush¬ 
man prisoner said, "is like the wind 
It comes from a far-off place and we 
feel it.") 

Francois, the child of two cul¬ 
tures. feels impelled to undertake a 
strange pilgrimage to the distant 
kraal of uLangalibalela. the greatest 
of all witchdoctors. Not unnaturally, 
he finds the witchdoctor to be a 
saintly example of man. the most 
truly devout person he had ever 
met. 

The last portion of the novel 
deals with Francois' dramatic en¬ 
counter and relationship with the in¬ 
telligent and sensitive daughter of a 
retired colonial governor-general, a 
newcomer, in every sense of the 
word, to Francois' part of Africa. 

The theme of A Story Like the 
Wind is original but the climax is 
presaged and omened and exactly 
right. 

It's years since I read such a 
leisurely - paced novel. The story, 
built brick by painstaking brick, is 
deliberately unhurried to enable the 
reader to become totally involved. 

If you're the impatient type and 
are easily bored by myth, magic 
and lack of oonstant action, then the 
fact that your imagination may be 
illuminated will hold scant appeal 
In that event. A Story Like th«* Wind 
will be wasted on you. 

If. on the other hand, you are in¬ 
terested in examples of vivid Afri¬ 
can point and European counter¬ 
point. as well as the work of one of 
the best living writers in English, a 
man of exceptional talent with a 
forceful imagination and a noble 
mind.

Oil Pipeline From Arctic 
Poses Threat 
To Alaska Wilderness 

In the size, vastness and sheer power of its topog¬ 
raphy, Alaska is unique among America's wild area. "It 
is a land where nature appears at its most spectacular," 
writes Dale Brown, author of Wild Alaska. "Things that 
are commonplace elsewhere seem there to be touched 
with a glorious madness.... In its angrier moods, nature 
in Alaska puts on performances that defy human be¬ 
lief." 


This 184-page, lavishly illustrated 
book, the latest in The American 
Wilderness senes from Time-Life 
Books. skillfully captures the 
wonder and physical beauty of what 
one wildlife biologist terms Ameri¬ 
ca’s last embodiment of the frontier 
mythology. For many Alaskans the 
wilderness starts in the backyard,” 
notes the aulhor. ”It could hardly be 
otherwise in a state that is 99 per 
cent uninhabited.” 

The state is primarily distinctive 
In Sue. Over twice! the area of 
Texas. Alaska stretches through 
four time zones. It has more than 
three million lakes, 33,000 miles of 
coastline. 119 million acres of forest, 
12 ma jor rivers and 14 of the highest 
peaks in the country, including the 
tallest mountain in North America, 
20,320-foot Mount McKinley. Three 
imposing mountain systems divide 
the stale: the 1,200-mile-long Coast 
Ranges, the great and largely im¬ 
passible Alaska Range (which in¬ 
cludes Mount McKinley) and expan¬ 
sive and mostly unexplored Brooks 
Range. 

“To speak of a single wilderness 
Is inadequate,” writes Brown. 
“There are, in fact, several Alaskan 
wildernesses, each with its own dis¬ 
tinctive look, from the wet and den¬ 
sely forested areas of the suoth- 
east to the most desolate of arctic 
tundra country in the far north.” 

The author takes the reader on a 
fascinating and highly informative 
tour through Alaska's national 
parks: C,lacier Bay National Monu¬ 
ment ("Who has not wanted to jour¬ 
ney back in time and see the world 
when it was young? One such place 
is Glacier Bay.”) near Juneau; Kat- 
mai National Monument, a pristine 
4.363-square-mile region at the base 
of the Alaska peninsula and site of 
the wondrous valley of the Ten 
Thousand Smokes ("For lovers of 
nature who feel that wilderness 
should exist in spite of, rather than 
for, mankind, Katmai is the ideal 
place.”): Mount McKinley National 
Park, where some days literally

have no end; and the Arctic Na¬ 
tional Wildlife Range, (“Where 
plants and animals still exist undis¬ 
turbed in a state of natural bal¬ 
ance."). 

Superb photographs (including 
those taken by Brown) supplement 
the text, adding a vivid dimension to 
the book. One example among many 
is the highly colorful photographic 
essay on pages 99 to 107 depicting 
one of the world's most fascinating 
geological areas — the Valley of the 
Ten Thousand Smokes in Katmai. 
This volcano-studded land was in 
1912 the site of “one of the greatest 
cataclysms of modern times,” as a 
colossal eruption spewed ash and 
sulphurous gases over 42,000 square 
miles and eventually shaped the 
physical formation of much of the 
northern hemisphere. 

In an incisive closing chapter, au¬ 
thor Brown weighs the ecological 
threats to Alaska's natural life. The 
state has the highest unemployment 
rate in the U.S., he notes, and Alas¬ 
kans cannot be blamed if they dis¬ 
cern a path to a prosperous econ¬ 
omy via exploitation of its resources 
— “geologists believe that oil-and- 
gas bearing strata may underlie one 
third of the state and most of its 
coastal waters.” 

Brown terms the proposed 
789-mile underground oil pipeline 
running south from the Arctic to the 
port of Valdez, “the worst threat to 
Alaska's wilderness.” He notes the 
measures taken by the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Interior (the pipeline would 
cut across much federally owned 
land) to prevent possible ecological 
disaster, and asserts the need of 
development of all Alaska re¬ 
sources, with its extraordinary wil¬ 
derness areas ranked as high in pri¬ 
ority as its rich oil de(K>sits. 


Disraeli-Worshipper / 
Puts Idol in Bad Light 

In Disraeli, biographer Robert Blake presented a 
vivid and complete portrait of the colorful Victorian 
statesman. The larger-than-life Benjamin Discraeli ac¬ 
curately emerged from Blake's pages as a combination 
of romanticist, exhibitionist and political genius. It was 
all there; there was nothing further to add. 


Maurice Edclman, British nove¬ 
list, parliamentarian, and Jew, who 
has always closely identified himself 
with Dizzy, evidently disagreed, and 
now offers us Disraeli in Love, a 
sort of documentary with fictional 
dialogue of a phase in his hero's 
early life. 

His book deals with the young 
Disraeli's passionate affair with 
Henrietta Sykes, the sensuous 
temptress whose hold over her young 
lover nearly destroyed his political 
career before it started. 

Edelman is too enamored of 
Disraeli to wish to tarnish the 
image, yet that is precisely what he 
has done. Henrietta is portrayed as a 
scheming, sex-obsessed hussy, and 
the facts confirm that she was just 
that. Disraeli is portrayed as her 
helpless victim, and this portrayal is 
inaccurate. 

Disraeli was infatuated with 
Henrietta, but he was more infatuat¬ 
ed with himself, and after making 
use of Henrietta, and Lord Lynd- 
hurst, her protector and his patron, 
he used the latter's romantic inter¬ 
est in the former to jettison his 
mistress, not because he was 
amorously upstaged, but because his 
affair with Henrietta was a barrier 
to his political ambition. 

Disraeli's achievements are part 
of history, but he was never a partic¬ 
ularly nice character. You don't get 
very far in politics without a streak 
of ruthlessness and Disraeli was 
liberally endowed with political acu¬ 
men and ruthlessness. 

He took from Henrietta, not only 
her favors but money to pay his 
debts, then threw her over when she 
had served her purpose — and pre¬ 
cisely at the moment when his fu¬ 
ture wife, the older and richer Mrs. 
Wyndham Lewis, presented herself

STILL TO DECIDE, by Enoch 
Powell Copp (lark. 24® pages; 
$12.30) consists of a selection of 
speeches delivered chi a wide-rang¬ 
ing choice of subjects by Britain's 
most controversial politician. 

Due to over-simplified or fla¬ 
grantly biased reporting Enoch 
Powell is widely believed to be a 
racist and wild-eyed radical, a cross 
between Lester Maddox. Hitler, 
George Wallace and Eldridge Cleav¬ 
er. 

He is, in fact, neither one nor the 
other. He is a realist and radical 
thinker. He deals in principles and, 
because he is a stylist and a scholar, 
everyhing he says is worth hearing, 
whether you agree or not. 

Powell is a man worth knowing, 
not only because his standing is high 
in Britain or because of his re- 
nowed intellect, but because his 
views on government,. the new 
media, trade unionism, economic 
policy, immigration, and the rest, 
have relevance in Canada. 

This book is a good introduction 
to the real Enoch Powell as well as 
being a most stimulating experi¬ 
ence.

Case History 

THE LIMITS OF SANITY by 
I-arry Still; McClelland and 
Stewart; 190 |»ages; $5.95. 


It was just after midnight, on 
Sept. 5, 1970, that, in the rural quiet 
of B.C.’s Creston district, 31-year-old 
Dale Nelson set off in his car with a 
grim mission in mind. For within 
the hour he butchered eight of his 
neighbors, three adults and five chil¬ 
dren. 

As soon as someone could get to 
a telephone there was a prompt and, 
efficient investigation by the RCM*\ 
followed by an intensive two^qay 
manhunt that revealed the armed 
killer in a bush hideout where he 
was arrested without further gunfire 
or bloodshed. In itself something pe¬ 
culiar to our historic attitude toward 
law enforcement 

Its with almost clinical objec¬ 
tiveness that Mr. Still gives his 
readers complete insight into this 
ghastly crime, and the subsequent 
trial, where the chief point at issue 
was the sanity of the accused. 

A problem which caused me to 
check back in my now rather out¬ 
dated copy of Taylor’s Principles 
and Practice of Medical Jurispru¬ 
dence, where I caught this dictum: 
“Nothing is more certain than the 
uncertainty of the honest opinion of 
the individuals composing a jury, 
consequently there may be no sur¬ 
prise at the very varying verdicts 
which are returned as to the sanity 
or insanity of a criminal.” 

Which is perhaps a little unfair 
when you consider that jurymen 
have to listen to experts refuting ex¬ 
perts. And speaking of experts; 
curious is the circumstance that 
eight months before Nelson em¬ 
barked on his midnight orgy of kill¬ 
ing. he had been routinely remanded 
to Crease Clinic (on account of his 
attempted suicide) and, after 
psychiatric examination, released. * 

Anyway, despite Dr. Taylor’s 
opinion, 12 good men and true saw 
to it that the Creston valley monster 
got life. 

Those interested In Improving 
their knowledge of our judicial 
processes will find this case history 
in illuminating contrast to the cur¬ 
rent run of TV crimers.

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LIKE ATTRACTS LIKE . . .

. . . Which is perhaps why so 
many English visitors to Victoria 
return to become residents. There¬ 
by adding to the Englishness which 
attracted them in the first place! 

This surely has value. A herit¬ 
age to be cherished. Because what 
other city across Canada is as 
unique in this way? Nor has the 
quality to which I refer any rela¬ 
tion whatever to that over-worked 
and rather bogus phrase: A little 
bit of Olde England! 

So will the non-Anglophiles who at this point 
are muttering ‘'Pooh!” into their neglected 
beards kindly turn the page, and those who 
agreed with me please welcome, (as they say on 
the TV), Spencer Gilbert Pawsey and his wife 
Helen, (known as Bunty), who came vacationing 
/ fast summer, fell in love with our island, and are 
now here to stay. 

They are a youthful pair, each with a back¬ 
ground of extensive activity in the 1939 world 
fracas, and both in Enfield, north of London. In 
fact at one period, as youngsters, they lived next 
door to one another. 

Here, it seems to me, we have what Is an in¬ 
triguing situation. I mean, at what point does the 
boy or the girl next door stop being just that and 
become The Most Special One Of All? These two 
weren't at all sure, so I learned nothing. 

Anyway, England went to war, and so did her 
people. Helen Caine became a Land Army girl, at 
the magnificent salary of 15 shillings a week, 
and while it was, she says, a shattering experi¬ 
ence, she managed to enjoy it thoroughly none- 
the-less. 

The beautiful and ancient Bisham Abbey, on 
the Thames, seat of the Vansittar-Neales, had 
been turned into a convalescent home for VAD 
nurses, with Lady Vansittar-Neale as its com¬ 
mandant. It was immense, historic, and unheat¬ 
ed. On paralyzingly cold winter mornings, in the 
utter dark of the early hours, Helen rose, and by 
torchlight, with icy water, washed down the 12 
cows in the equally icy barn, and milked them. In 
her charge also were large numbers of pigs and 
chickens. 

The latter she found totally uninteresting, but 
the pigs had character. As it happened, she was 
the only girl among an outside staff of males, a 
matter which rather threw the head cowman, 
who appears to have been a gent"of^the old 
school. He thought ladies shouldn't know about 
the birds and the bees, (or the cows and the 
pigs), and tried to protect her from what might 
be termed the more personal aspects of animal 
husbandry. But she was fond of animals and in¬ 
terested, and considered it part of her job, so 
she hid behind the bam door . . . and learned! 

In the early days of her apprenticeship she 
nearly got the sack. She left a gate open, and the 
entire herd of cows overran the tennis court — 
doing it no good whatever. 

When one of the sows in her charge farrowed, 
and the runt of the litter was in imminent danger 
of an early demise, she sneaked it home with her 
in defiance of orders and coaxed it into living 
with a feeding bottle. 

Spencer, in the army by then, used to arrive 
on a motorcycle to vist her whenever he could 
get leave. It was 1942 when they married, in a lit¬ 
tle old square-towered Norman church not far 
from the Abbey. Long years afterwards he was 
to find a “quaint old painting, by an unknown 
artist, of tliis same church, with the Abbey in the 
distance. He bought it instantly, of c»>urse, and 
it's now one of their treasures.

They have also a larger painting of the 
Abbey, set in its lovely grounds, (complete with 
cow's!; both pictures souvenirs of their mutual 
past. 

Spencer Pawsey’s war spread all over the 
place. When he first volunteered for service he 
was below’ the age limit, so was turned down. 
Later he reported to the Queen's Royal Regiment 
Infantry- Training Centre at Guildford, was there 
for some months, was transferred to a machina 
gun officers’ training unit at Droitwich to be 
commissioned, and presently transferred again. 

He was posted overseas in Iraq. His division 
spent a winter there, and then took part in what 
he thinks was probably “one of the longest ap¬ 
proach marches In history,” from Iraq to Tripoli. 
They came in at the end of the North African 
campaign, everything was being geared for the 
second front, and the Eighth Army made its 
landing in Sicily. 

Pawsey’s outfit was dumped at Salerno, on 
D-Day, not more than two hours after the initial 
assault. 

“After which,” he recalled, “there was a 
very unpleasant and seemingly endless period of 
weeks, during which we were pinned down, by 
day, in slit trenches.” 

He went on to discuss the famed crossing of 
the Garigliano River, a bitter episode for him. as 
though he came through safely himself, he lost 
many very good friends then. 

He next went with reinforcements for the 
beleaguered troops in a sticky spot at the Anzio 
Beachhead. After which it occurred to the High 
Command that the men might need a rest. Trou¬ 
ble was, instead of leaving them handy in some 
pleasant little southern Italian village to do their 
recuperating, the brass sent them back to Cairo 
. . . and more training! 

Back again in Italy, they put in a winter 
guarding various rivers against a fairly static 
enemy engaged in a series of well-prepared with¬ 
drawals to the north. Ultimately the end of the 
European conflict found Spencer near Venice, 
and as Brigade Headquarters was immediately 
established at the Royal Danielli Hotel, on the 
Grand Canal, he had the unique pleasure of being 
served dinner by the identical waiters who just 
that morning had served breakfast to the Ger¬ 
mans. 

In the meantime, at home. Helen had become 
housewife and mother. The cow’s and the pigs 
were things of the past. Instead, there was Anne, 
who was nearly four years old before she ever 
met her father. As the w’ar years dragged on. 
young mother and baby lived six months with one 
family and six months with the other. 


“That wasn't always easy!” remembers 
Helen. 

Still vivid In her memory are the insane 
nights of the London blitz, with skies ablaze for 
miles around the heart-stopping shock of hearing 
the buzz-bomb engines cut out overhead; the end¬ 
less queues for the meagre wartime rations. 
t Everything comes to an end in time. Spencer 
Pawsey was demobbed, and went to work for an 
auctioneering firm in London. A small son came 
along, the new baby’s father accepted a position 
selling office machinery’ for a firm in Bristol, 
which meant a better salary. Then came an offer 
to take over a branch of the business in Mon¬ 
treal, Canada! 

This called for a tremendous decision, and 
much family consultation. V 

A word, here, about the two families. 
Spencer's father was one of 12 children, II boys, 
one girl. His mother was one of seven. Helen 
Caine was one of five. What with fathers and sons 
and uncles and brothers, Helen herself, she says, 
was the 25th Mrs. Pawsey extant at the time of 
her marriage! 

Some of the Pawsey men were already in 
Canada, so now Spencer and Helen came too. 
They liked Montreal, and they bought a home. 
But inside some four and a half years he was of¬ 
fered a position of northern regional manager of 
his firm back in England. He accepted only to 
wish later on that he hadn’t. Things didn’t work 
out as he had hoped, and the couple found itself 
thinking once again of Canada. 

But now they must consider what to do in the 
business line, should they make the move. Here 
Spencer's auctioneering experience was of assis¬ 
tance in making up his mind. He had a feeling for 
intiques. and had knowledge about them, some¬ 
thing, it seems, which runs in the family. A 
brother. Richard, runs the English firm of Paw¬ 
sey and Payne, appraisers, and such is his repu¬ 
tation that when the estate of the late Sir Winston 
Churchill came up for probate, Richard was 
asked to handle the evaluation. A most c omplicat¬ 
ed job it was, too. 

In any event, Spencer and Helen Pawsey 
settled on the antique business and have now es¬ 
tablished themselves In Oak Bay. They live at 
present in an apartment nearby, the little war¬ 
time baby girl is grown, married, and living in 
Vancouver, and her young brother works in Mon¬ 
treal. 

Here in this Island city, these new residents 
seem happy with the choice they have made. Just 
two things more they hope presently to have — 
very English things — a house with a garden, and 
a dog!

number of prisoners from 
German jails. 

Police said 58-year-old Vic¬ 
tor Widera was shot in the 
chest by a sharpshooter from 
a distance of about 70 yards. 
A spokesman said he was 
dead when police stormed the 
Air Canada DC-8 seconds 
later in an attempt to rescue 
his hostage, stewardess Mar- 
git Sommer. 31. 

The German-Canadian ste¬ 
wardess had been in the plane 
since Widera took it over. She 
was unharmed and in "good 
condition.” police said. 

"He was a real muddle- 
head." a police spokesman 
said. He said Widera was 
known to criminal police; that 
he was born Nov. 11. 1914, in 
the town of Duisburg in Sile¬ 
sia. now Poland, and that he 
had a long record of various 
offences. 

The hijacker identified him¬ 
self only as "Mr. X" in a 
series of ransom notes tossed 
out of the plane during the 
overnight ordeal.

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Nanaimo Harbor Plan Stirs New Waves 


NANAIMO — The federal 
public works department says 
the plan by the Nanaimo Har¬ 
bor Commission to develop 
the Inner Harbor is superior 
to a proposal by Tudor Forest 
Products Ltd. to install 
lumber processing and dock 
facilities at Jack Point, out¬ 
side the harbor. 

The department, in a letter 
to the commission dated Aug. 
29 and released here this 
week, says the inner harbor 
development would be less da¬ 
maging from an environ¬ 
mental standpoint. 

The inner harbor plan calls 
for a massive, $30 million 
project involving dredging the 


harbor channel to 15 feet to 
accommodate ships up to 
60,000 tons deadweight, cre¬ 
ation of two large berths to 
handle the ships, which would 
be twice the size of what the 
I>ort is capable of handling 
noyv, creation of about 145 
acres of new land through the 
dredging and establishment of 
a major forest products ter¬ 
minal on the site. 

Included in the plan, too. is 
a diversion channel which 
would provide clear passage 
up the Nanaimo River for 
spawning salmon and steel- 
head trout. 

The Tudor plan, costing 
about $12 million, calls for 


lumber storage area, a saw¬ 
mill and other facilities at 
Jack Point. 

Earlier, Environment Min¬ 
ister Jack Davis was quoted 
in Vancouver as saying Jack 
Point would be a better loca¬ 
tion for the harbor commis¬ 
sion’s plan for the same rea¬ 
sons as the public works de¬ 
partment favors the inner 
harbor. 

In a late development, the 
Tudor Forest Products pro* 
|K>sal is now all but dead in 
the eyes of the city’s advisory 
planning commission. 

Company r e p r esentatives 
were invited to this week’s 
meeting of the planning group 


to explain details of the plan. 
It was the second invitation to 
the company and the second 
time the (invitation was ig¬ 
nored. 

Commissioners were almost 
unanimous in suggesting the 
plan be rejected out of hand. 
However, commission chair¬ 
man Frank Hodgson gained 
support for his suggestion the 
commission keep the proposal 
for one more meeting before 
sending it back to city council 
as finally rejected.

Love of Island Outdoors 
Makes Watchmaker Tick

DUNCAN — What makes a 
watchmaker tick? In Warrick 
Whitehead’s case the almost 
inaudible pulse of a wrist 
watch he has given a new 
lease on life in the repair 
nook at Nowrath’s Jewellers 
at Duncan. 

There are other, more pre¬ 
cious sounds in the life of the 
24-year-old New Zealander 
and they are certainly not 
man made. They are the 
sounds of forests, deep in the 
hinterland of the Island, War¬ 
rick and his wife, Jan, share 
with other nature loving 
friends. He likes to reflect on 
his spare time activities that 
include hiking, canoeing and 
mountain climbing. 

He is a quiet man. He does 
not boast and what he has to 
say about his experiences 
with the bushland of Van¬ 
couver Island carries the con¬ 
viction of a man who loves 
nature wherever it may 
present itself — unspoiled and 
clean. His and his wife’s wish 
to «ee the world brought the 
couple to western Canada in 
July 1971. From their native 


New Zealand they arrived at 
Calgary to watch the Stam- 
l>ede of which they had heard 
much back home. 

They were impressed with 
the big western spectacle 
where cow punchers, oil mil- 
lionnaires and city slickers 
rub shoulders and where a 
commercialized Wild West 
spirit rules for a short while 
every year. Nevertheless soon 
they found out that there was 
more to Canada. Back in Van¬ 
couver, friends from New 
Zealand talked them into 
staying in Canada for a while 
and after obtaining landed im¬ 
migrant status. Whitehead 
found a job with Nowrath’s 
Jewellers at Duncan through 
a watch part supply firm at 
Vancouver. 

To find a job for Whietehcad 
who trained as watchmaker in 
New Zealand for five years 
was not too difficult. When 
the young couple travelled to 
Duncan towards the end of 
August 1971 they were in for a 
disappointment. They had 
heard a lot about beautiful 
Vancouver Island but as so 
often the beauty was veiled 
by foul smelling, industrial 
smoke. 


Nevertheless the Island’s 
beauty unfolded in subsequent 
weeks and months as the cou¬ 
ple spend weekends exploring. 
Hikes to Strathcona Park, to 
the Forbidden Plateau and 
the mountains in the Lake 
Cowichan and Copper Canyon 
areas gave them ample op¬ 
portunities to admire virgin 
country. The Nitinat Triangle 
was another spectacular wil¬ 
derness area they discovered 
by canoe. Whietehead dis¬ 
missed the frequently quoted 
phrases that only the very fit 
with costly equipment can 
venture into that area by say¬ 
ing "for anybody somewhat 
fit and with a canoe it is not 
difficult to go into the Nitinat 
Triangle.”

Injury Prompts Flight 


The federal transport de¬ 
partment is said to be in 
favor of the project in the 
inner harbor.

The Davis statement on the 
proposal, which rejected it be¬ 


cause of potential damage to 
tlic estuary of the Nanaimo 
River, is in direct contrast to 
the findings of Dr. Jack Tully, 
a world-renowned oceanogra¬ 
pher who pioneered studies of 
river estuaries in the mid 
1930s and had been engaged 
in that l>ranch of his profes¬ 
sion until his recent retir¬ 
ement from the federal bio¬ 
logical station here. 

In a report to the commis¬ 
sion, Tully said a fish diver¬ 
sion channel, built to thef spec¬ 
ifications lie et out, would 
meet all of the requirements 
of the federal Fisheries Act 
and would surpass minimum 
standards for protection of all 


aspects of the environment in 
the area. 

No one here knows when 
the answer to the problems 
associated with the project 
will be forthcoming. 

About $4.5 million in federal 
money was allotted to the 
harbor commission in the 1972 
spending estimates for a start 
on the j>roject. Of that, $2 
million is a grant for dredging 
and the balance is a loan. 

The remainder of the cost 
of the total project would be 
borne by the harbor commis¬ 
sion and by the forest compa¬ 
nies which establish facilities 
at the dock site.

The 
green hats identify inexperi¬ 
enced men from the experi¬ 
enced. 

Sometimes you have to lead 
them by the hand, Seeley 
said. Other times you "harp 
and harp and harp." 

“But I think it works.” 

T h c safety committee, 
made up of representatives 
from various company opera¬ 
tions, brings safety down to a 
one-to-one man level. 

“It's an over-all drive
